DISFRANCHISES TS 

Through a joker slipped into the 
State election laws by the John- 
son machine in 1811. Johnson wae 
able to wholly disfranchise the Re- 
publicans of the State in 1912. That 
joker provided that the nationa! 
electors should be named by the 


candidates nominate@ for the 
Legisiature in the State primary. 
The Progressive party had not 


been formed wifen the Great Regis- 
ter opened in 1912 and the John- 
son followers were registered as 
Republicans. A majority of those 
nominated as Republicans in the 
primary were Johnson supporters. 
The Progressive party placed no 
delegates in the field, but the legis- 
lative nominees named thirteen 
electors pledged to vote in the 
Electoral College as the regular 
Republican electors. The names of 
no electors pledged to support the 
candidates nominated by the na- 
tional Republican convention could 
go on the ballot. It was legalized 
piracy. 

‘The result was that twelve Cali- 
fornia electors who were elected on 
the Republican ticket ‘cast their 
ballots im. the Electoral College 
for the candidate of ahother party 
for the Presidency. A _ precedent 
was formed which could defeat 
the will ef the people in any na- 
tional election. For the first time 
in the history of the nation elec- 
tors disregarded their State man- 
date and voted for the candidate 
of an opposing party. 


TO DESTROY PARTY 
Johnson attempted to create a 
Progressive party on the ruins of 
Republicanism. He built a per- 
sonal patronage in California, using 
patronage of the Governor's 
office for that purpose. The. num- 
ber of State employees was dou- 
bied, in order to make places for 
Johneon henchmen; with the re- 
sult that the per capita cost of 
the State government in Califor- 
nia trebled in one term. end was 
the highest in the United States. 

Ip 1915 Johnson decided he war 
strong enough to destroy the Re- 
party as an organization 
in Calffornia. He made use of his 
patronage to force through the 
Legislature a bill which prohibited 
the uae of any party name or des- 
ignation on the ballot in a State 
election He was aided in this by 
the Democrats. Under that bill all 
eandidates would run as independ- 
ents. The Republicans of the State 
filed referendum petitions. and in 
the special election that followed 
the bill was beaten. The right of 
the Republicans of the State to 
preserve their party organization 
was preserved. 

But the effect of this attempt to 
destroy the tradition of party gov- 
ernment became apparent in the 
national election the neat year. 
Johnson, althevugh registered as 
a Progressive and a delegate to 
the 1916 national Progressive con- 
vention, attempted to gain control 
of the Republican delegation, ‘but 
the Johnson ticket was beaten. 


DEAL WITH DEMOCRATS 

Johnson, then Governor, secured 
the Rebublican indorrement for 
the Benate in 1916. on by a 
margin of onlp 16,000 Vites. Fear- 
ing that the Republicams would 
not support him in the _genera! 
election he made a secret agree- 
ment with certain Democratic 
leaders—representatives of union 
labor—to throw his support to 
‘turn for the Presidency in re- 


turn for Democratic votes for the 
Benate. One of the terms of this 
agreement was that he should say 
nothing against Wilson or the 
| party. The protocol 
was specific; he was pledged not 
| to mention the name ef Wilson 
| from the platform or to ecriti- 
cise any act of the Wilsen admin- 
| istration. He kept that pledge 
|to the letter. as the text of many 
of his speeches, reported tn full 
in the newepapers during the cam- 
paign, show. 

With his full 
consent the

| Nearly 
‘porting him carried at the head 
of their editorial page the ticket. 
“Johnson and Wilson.” The re- 
sult of thie secret deal was that 
he won the Senatorship, but 
Hughes tort the State and with 
it the Presidency.

INVESTIGATED HERE

Some of the members of the 
band worked with Stinnes during 
his active apprenticeship in his 
father’s mines and all learned to 
respect him as an employer. 
Stinnes and always a generous 
patron of the band and was es- 
pecially fond of its rendition of his 
favorite native tunes. 


HEIRS WELL TRAINED 


BERLIN, April 12.—Dr. Ed- 
mund Hugo Stinnes, who by the 
death of his father has suddenly 
become the tmonarch of one of 
the world’s most gigantic indus- 
trial and commercial empires, is 
described by his associates as “a 
youth of engaging personality and 
winning urbanity.” 

Although only 28 years of age, 
he served a rigorous, technical 
and commercial apprenticeship 
under his father’s uneparing tute- 
lage and subsequently was grad- 
uated from the Charlottenburg 
Technical School with the degree 
of doctor of engineering. He en- 
listed as a volunteer in the World 
War and advanced to a lieutenan- 
cy in the aviation corps. 

Young Stinnes constantly was 
at his father’s side during the Jat- 
ter’s and manifold activ- 
ities of the last few years, and is 
possessed of first hand knowledce 


of the mining, smelting and in- 
dustrial branches of the Stinnes 
enterprises. 


His brother, Hugo Stinnes, who 
ie a year younger and at present 
director. of the family’s shipping 
interests at Hamburg, also served 
an extended apprenticeship 
home and abroad. He is married 
and has two children. 
Stinnes senior made a practice 
of taking his grown-up sons and 
daughters into his confidence, ap- 
prising them of important nego- 
tiations and allowing them to «o 
over his contracts, balance sheets 
and otner documents, as part of 
their business training.

THALES HELD SWAY 
Thales died several years ago 
at the age of 71. He truly had 
been lord and master of the col- 
ony. None dared speak but with 
his permission. He conducted the 
so-called religious services. All 
slaved in the orchards and with 
excellent result. The ranch orig- 
inated the now standard  Pila- 
centia Perfection 
type of pérsimmon famed for its 
quality. The grown men and 
women reared under Thales'’s dic- 
tatorship acted like children, very 
cowed children. But they had 
some educaton. Mrs. Smith, the 
erstwhile back-East school teach- 
er saw to that. The Smith sisters 
speak a curiously perfect English, 
with a good deal of an English 
accent. Their isolation with 
Thales, Hinde and their mother 
made for rhetorical excellence. 
Bad grammer and siang they nev- 
er heard. 

Thales died a horrible death. 
Members of the colony gathered 
around the death bed. The old 
man cried out that the spirits 
that had never before left him 
now had forsaken him. He beat 
his breast and passed away in a 
fury. Remembrance of this scene 
in the minds of the Smith sisters 
made easy their convertion to 
that.religion that makes for hope- 
ful resignation in death. In fact 
there appears never to have been 
any conviction in the mad faith 
except in the mind of Thales him- 
self; he merely was obeyed, nev- 
er loved, if respected. 

Thale’s disciple Hinde took 
charge of the ranch and things 
went on about the same. But most 
of the original colony had died. 
Children were born, unbaptized, 
fed a concoction of grains in leu 
of milk, died, were wrapped in 
gunny sacks and buried without 
prayer back of the ranch house. 

HINDE PASSES ON 

Hinde died three years ago at 
the age of 45. Still the residue of 
the colony persisted. They knew 
nothing of the outside world and 
naturally feared it. Then the $45,- 
000 in gold pieces was found under 
the house. There was litigation. 
Nobody remembers just what hap- 
pened except that all the money 
went. 

Hinde was survived by a son, 
Frank. He was a cripple, his legs 
having been paralyzed, but he 
worked all day in the fields and 
was considered a skilled farmer. 
He was born on the ranch and like

B. Terry, who determined that 
8 per cent of the population were 
addicted to opiates and that 1.4 
per cent of the population were 
addicted, opiates and ali other 
drugs included; and one the report 
of a committee appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury in 1919, 
which worked with the co-opera- 
tion of the United States Public 
Health Service and private medical 
authorities. He states that he was 
influenced also in his estimates by 
the results of his personal inves- 
tigation and contact with recog- 
nized medical and lay authorities, 
government officials, law enforce- 
ment officials, hospitals and insti- 
tutions for the so-called cure or 
treatment of addicts, and, regard- 
less of the above, he submits his 
final estimations as, “at best, my 


mits, previous to his grouping of | 
addiction cases, his own definition 
of psychopathic individuals. “I 
interpret as peychopathic tenden- 
cles,” he says, “any tendencies 
whereby the individual radically 
veers from the established ‘normal’ 
as established by existing written 
and unwritten moral, social and 
legal rules of living, whether the 
point he reaches is termed by the 
public as either right or wrong. In 
other words, I would not designate 
a chronic criminal as being 
paychopathic any more than iI 
would designate a rabid reformer, 
musician. or writer as being pry- 
chopathic. They all exhibit pe- 
chopathic tendencies. The indiv- 
idual who veers from the estab- 
lished ‘normal,’ and who, by so do- 
ing, does that which is wrong, who 
has the intelligence to know that 
is wrong, who has the intelligence 
to weigh his actions in his own 
mind, and who, after having done 
so, desires and determines to re- 
turn to normal, but who is abso- 
lutely unable to reach normal or 
remain normal, I classify as a 
‘psychopathic inferior,’ and it is tn 
this classifivation that I place the 
60 per cent of all individuals ad- 
dicted to opium, its salts and de- 
rivatives, and practically all of 
the group addicted to cocains and 
certain other habit-forming drugs 
not coming within the classifica-

Of this 2280, 1 estimate 
that $12 are chronic medical 
cnses, that is, they are opium ad- 
dicts through constant medication 
of chronic disease, and they will 
doubtless remain so. 
“The remaining 1368 individu- 
als comprise the real problem. 
They have personalities permit- 
ting of permanent cure, but their 
opportunity for medical treatment 
is Iimited, and in many cases ab- 
solutely prohibited, by existing 
laws and by a general lack of un- 
derstanding of the true nature of 
opium-addiction disease, on the 
part of the public, and on the 
Part of the addict himself. 
“It would appear from the 
above that but 1368 addicts out of 
a total of 9500, or approximately 
13 per cent, deserve the immedi- 


public. In my opinion that is «a 
fact, but that fact does not lens- 
sen the seriousness of the problem 
as a whole, because it is those of 
this smaller group who indirectly 
Strenethen the forces that are 
working against existing laws and 
regulations; secure in the know}l- 
edge that they need the drug, that 
they have a legitimate excuse for 
obtaining it, they are strength- 
ened in their determinaton to get 
it. They have the money, or they 
have intelligence enough to ob- 
tain money, to purchase their 
drugs without coming into con- 
tact with law enforcement officers 
they have also the sympathy of 
certain medical men and other in- 
dividuals, which sympathy tends 
to praduce a condition which 
enables many undeserving addicts 
to obtain the drugs they desire. 


TROUBLESOME GROUP 


“It is the condition brought 
about largely hy the facts involv- 
ing this smaller group which 


keeps alive the underworld sup- 
ply and the underworld menace 
because there is no other source 
of supply, except in cases of 
chronic disease, where the legit)- 
mate addict may buy the drug he 
needs. It ts for this reason that 
I. focus attention to the sma!ier 
group who can be cured, who de- 
serve to be cured, and who are 
the key-g®oup in the situation to- 
day.” 

The report continues in carefu! 
detail without malice and without 
a spirit of criticism; reviewing all 
existing legislation, ite cause and 
effect; indicating limitations in the 
work of the medical profession. 
due to certain laws; indicating 
unsatisfactory results which have 
been preciptiated by the activities 
of laymen unfamiliar with the eci- 
entific aspects of the problem, and 
recording the pathological and 
neurological résearch that has 
been completed to date. 

The report, by direction of the 
executive committee of the local 
Drug Addiction Bureau, is being 
printed and will be sent to medi- 
cal schools and colleges, medical 
men and others throughout’ the 
United States. 

It is felt by those to whom the 
report has been submitte!d that :1 
will do a great deal toward focus- 
sing the attention of the public 
to an entirely new, but neverthe- 
ness conservative, viewpoint of the 
present drug problem.

Down in the jungles of the trop- 
ices where a kimono would be too 
much clothes and up in the frozen 
north where a B.V.D., 
worthless, human beings are col- 
lecting the strangest kinds of things 
to sell to the Yankee.

Rancid with the smell 
of cocoanut oll, ite deck and hull 
showing signs of having weathered 
the sun in long, hot days about the 
equator, the little tramp moved 
slowly up to the dock and unload- 
ed eighty-three pounds of fish fins 
picked up in Guatemala. This was 
not all, of course. There were 
bales of dried hides, some sugar 
and spices and things. 

BRINGS BIRDS’ NESTS 

| Not far away, another ship, fresh 
from the Orient, drew from its 
eargo four pounds of birds’ nests 
shipped from Hongkong. Others 
came and unloaded chicken feath- 
ers from China, live dogs from 
Canada, canary seed from Moroc- 
co, sugar and spices from Java, 
cheese from itzerland, dried 
bones from ador, golf clubs 
from Scotland, quinine from Cey- 
lon and the East Indies, caviar 
from Russia, garlic from Man- 
churia. dried blood from Argen- 
tina, fox and rabbit skins from 
Chile, frozen eggs from Tien-tsin, 
glass from Czecho-Slovakia, mush- 
rooms from France, oriental rugs 
from Egypt, tapestries from Tur- 
key and dried fish taken from most 
every corner of the world. 

The arrival of this motley col- 
lection at divers times caused no 
comment at the customhouse 
nor among the stevedores. Accus- 
tomed as both are to the handling 
of almost anything that can be 
moved, the articles were passed 
as mere incidents in dally routine. 
And yet, to satisfy the cravings of 
man’s appetite, to cater to wom- 
an’s vanity or to keep the wheeis 
of factories moving, natives had 
gone into jungles, climbed trees, 


tain peaks, braved the seas, 
wrought with their hands, tilled 
the soil, faced dangers and under- 
gone privations to send these prod- 
ucts to America. Not a meal is 
eaten here which has not required 
the labor of many men to pro- 
duce. 
DISHES FROM CHINA 

For instance, the very dishes 
from which the average Angeleno 
eats likely .were made in China 
or Japan and shipped across the 
Pacific ocean.

So long as we have faith in ourselves, 
so long as we build for the future, as the 
generation which is passing builded for us, 
so long as we take full advantage of the 
natural opportunities at hand the influx of 
population, wealth and industry will con- 
tinue. 


All the wnderlying fundamental condi- 
tions that have contributed to our present 
prosperity are going to stay right with us. 
If they are properly utilized they will make 
us grow at an ever-increasing rate. It will 
be only when we begin to make the cry 
that we have reached the peak, only when 
we become prophets of gloom, only when 
we waste our energy in rash experiments 
im government and industry—-then alone 
will the steady flow of dollars, population 
and industry be checked. 

Experience has proved that the average 
tourist who spends two or three winters 
with us finally bailde a home and becomes 
a permanent resident. He has money and 
when his family arrives he hires a driver, 
a gardener and two or three other caretak- 
ers for his establishment. In this way he 
adds to himself and family six or eight 
other people.

Friends who come to 
visit him are won by charm, the lure of 
the magic Southland and the process is re- 
peated at an ever-ascending ratio.

So long as they are un- 
impeded our growth will continue. Courage, 
continuity of purpose and everiasting indus 
try, backed by our natura] advantages and 
resources, form a combination that compels 
success. 


JAPANESE CRISIS 

It will be extremely unfortunate if the 
jingoes in the Senate seize upon the Japa- 
nese incident and attempt to gain political 
capital by “fighting talk” for the benefit of 
the galleries. 

This is one of the critical occasions when 
a spark can be snuffed out by moderation 
and common sense; or fanned into a flame. 
The United States ig within its plain 
rights in placing a limit upon Japanese im- 
migration—or any other immigration that 
seems to be against the best interests of 
the country. In the case of Japanese im- 
migration there are very strong racial and 
economic reasons why a bar should be 
maintained. 

The Japanese Ambassador, Hanithari, ts 
doubtless correct in bis assertion that the 
actual influx of Japanese into the United 
States has been reduced by the operations 
of the-“Gentlemen’s Agreement” to a few 
hundred a year. 

That is, however, beside the point. If 
the United States government feels that 
further legal regulations are necessary it 
is within the province and the plain right 
of this country to make those regulations. 
The Japanese themselves have always 
taken full.advantage of this legal and mor- 
al right of a nation to regulate its own im- 
migration. 

There is no reason why Japan should see 
any projected immigration law as an act 
which would “seriously offend the just pride 
of the Japanese nation;” nor should the 
Japanese have taken the position that 
“grave consequences” may follow the leg- 
islation proposed. 

The welfare of this nation comes before 
considerations of Japanese pride. . 

If, however, Japan has been too touchy 
there is nothing to be gained by returning 
them a slap in the face in the way of use- 
less grand-stand oratorical flights by Sen- 
ator Hiram Johnson and other Senators 
in search of jingo votes. 

Secretary Hughes adopted the correct at- 
titude. His answer to Ambassador Hani- 
hari was courteous and moderate. 

There is no reason for the Senate to 
back-track or retire from any necessary im- 
migration legislation; but the required laws 
can, and should be, passed without indulg- 
ing in the cheap indoor sport of waving the 
bloody shirt. 

If the so-called gentlemen's agreement of 
1907 has been scrupulously observed by 
Japan the government of the Mikado might 
be pardoned for its protesting note to the 
American government—relating to exclu- 
sions in the new immigration law. But it 
is insisted by California authorities that 
thie agreement has been knowingly and 
willfully violated. This should be a ques- 
tion readily susceptible of proof. If it be 
the fact the Japanese government should 
be supplied with competent and understand. 
able evidence to that end. The Japanese 
government appears as one who comes into 
court with a definite and recognizable griev- 
ance. If the Japanese have not been fully 
faithful to agreements already entered into 
they cannot rightfully object to restrictions 
that they themeelves apply to others. There 
is no disposition on the part of Uncle Sam to 
be unjust or unfair, but there must be an

Col. James A. Logan has 
been named as our observer with the Repa 
rations Commission. 

These are but a few of the more recent 
participations of America in the guardian- 
ship of the world as exercised by the League 
of Nations. There will be many more, as 
the activities of our representatives are

AUTO DEATHS INCREASING 


Death ty automobile accident 
has now become one of the major 
causes in the American mortality 
records. While the death rate as 
the result of accidents increased in 
1923 by 8 per cent, the increase 
by automobile accidents increased 
by 13.2 per cent over the previous 
year. This represents an increase 
of more than 50 per cent in deaths 
from this cause in tive years. Taken 
altogether the year represented a 
very unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs for safety first. The general 
rate of accidents which had been 
on the decrease as a result of 
many saféty movements, showed 
a decided increase, the figures 
bounding from 58 in each 106,000 
in 1922 to 62.7 in 1923, an increase 
of more than 8 per cent. Based 
on the figures at hand at this time, 
it is estimated that the total num- 
ber of automobile fatalities in this 
country during the present year 
will amount to 15,000,

Toward the close of the week, 
as prices continued their decline, 
there was a substantial increase in 
the volume of transactions in 
stocks, indicating in no uncertain 
way that the selling movement was 
general. It is doubtless true that 
a large short interest exists and | 
this may bring about a temporary 
rally should news developments 
prompt any substantial buying. lt 
seems more than Iikely, however, 
that sufficient liquidation is taking 
piace to permit of unobtrusive cov- 
ering operations. 

A careful study of the price 
movement in recent weeks prompts 
the belief that_a major downward 
swing in prices is noy in progress. 
Rallies will doubtless occur inter- 
mittently in a bear market, just as 
declines occur in the course of a 
bull market. Shrewd traders will | 
take-advantage of every rally to 
dispose of a majority of stocks, 
awaiting a further deciine to re- 
place their holdings. 

It appears evident that those who 
do not sell stocks in the near fu- 
ture will have to carry them for 
many weeks or take faitly large 
losses. This applies to most classes 
of stocks, though there are some. 
such as olls, railroads and public 
utilities, which will offer fesistance 
to the downward movement. 


STOCKS TO HOLD 


There are specific reasons for 
believing that oils, rails and public 
utilities will resist a downward 
movement. The oil industry has 
had rapid stabilization, the price 
trend of crude oi) and gasoline is 
upward and the seasonal! increase 
in demand for oil products is ap- 
proaching. 

Railroad stocks as a group are 
in an excellent position, especially 
those which are on a dividend ba- 
sis. There may be some falling off 
in freight traffic, but maintenance 


are in. danger. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if any further speculative im- 
petus will be given rails believed 
to be in line for dividends. It will 
probably be good . judgment to 
suspend purchases of these stocks 
and even take small profite afforded 
now as another opportunity to buy 
in will be presented. 

Public utility stocks offer the 
most inviting possibilities at this 
time, even though they may _.re- 
spond more or leas to market iIn- 
fluences. They have the most con- 
sistent dividend record, according 
to one financial service. It is re- 
ported that of ninety-eight compa- 
nies, eighty-three have never de- 
ferred a dividend on preferred 
stock, while thirteen have paid off 
all a.cumulations. 


THE BOND MARKET 

One of the conditions reflected 
in declining stock prices, 
abundant money and credit, has 
contributed largely to the demand 
‘for bonds at rising prices. Money 
is in abundant supply, partly 
through withdrawal from specu- 
lative markets and partly through 
restriction of industrial activity 
and emal!l merchandise inventories. 
The logical empleyment for these 
funds is in security investments 
such as bonds, notes and short- 
term paper and this in a measure 
accounts for the strong demand 
which now prevails. 

It is generally conceded that 
money will be relatively cheap, at 
least until July, and it is equally 
probable that the demand for 
bonds will continue proportionate- 
ly strong. Naturally, as prices ad- 
vance the income yield declines to 
a level more consistent with cur- 
rent loaning rates. 

It is significant that sound in- 
vestments can stil] be obtained to 
yield as high as 7% per cent as 
against loaning rates of 4% to 6 
per cent. It is even more signifi- 
cant to California investors § that 
sound local issues, carrying the 
added attraction of being exempt 
from the personal property tax in 
this State, can be had on a higher 
yield basis than a majority of 
lother issues which offer no great- 
er security. 


LOS ANGELES EXCHANGE 


Los Angeles . investment ‘con- 
tinued the market leader, as in 
recent weeks and attained a new 
high price when shares changed 
jhands at $4.47. In view of recent 
idevelopments it is likely’ that 
transactions in this particular is- 
sue will continue heavy and it is 
a reasonable assumption t the 
steck will prove to be worth its 
recent selling price.

Ask almost anyone when the first play was produced in America 
and generally the answer will be, “Oh, about a hundred years ago!” 


But when informed that the first 


twenty-two years before the Pilgrim Fathers made Piymouth Rock 
famous, most people will raise their eyes in such a manner as to 
convey that Missouri is the State of their nativity. : 


Don Juan de Onate was Ameri- 
ea’s first great colonizer. It was 
he who settled that portion of our 
country now known as New Mexico 
and in so doing gave to us our 
most ancient capital, Santa Fe, and 
who was America’s first producer. 
' Jt was in December of 1697 that 
Onate departed from San Barto- 
lome, in the present State of Chi- | 
huahua, Mex. He commanded a. 
caravan of almost A hundred wag- 


sions and supplies. In 
he had several thousand bead of | 
cattle. His caravan was protected 
by 100 “gentiemen soldiers” who 
were accompanied by their wives 
and familfes. Marching with this 
intrepid colonizer were several 
barefooted friars of the Order of 
St. Francis of Assisi. 

Onate and his courageous band 
hed reached the west bank of the 
Rio Grande del Norte at a point 
about seven miles below the pres- 
ent oy of El Paso. Tex. And it 
was aere that the dawn of Apri) 
30. 1598, found the Captain-Gen- 
eral's camp extending several hun- 
dred yards along the cottonwood 
bordered banks of the muddy river.

And then, with utter, dramatic 
suddenness, speaking half to him- 
self, he murmured: “What terri- 
rble evil this document might have 
caused.

WRAITH OF 
PAST DAYS 
ON STAGE 


Minnie Palmer, Star of 
80's, Takes Part in 
“Lightnin’ ” 


Nightly during ,_the perform- 
ance of “Lightnin’ "at the Biltmore 
Theater the embodiment of a 
bright memory of other days trips 


lightly into the courtroom scene 
aud takes a seat among the stage 
spectators at the trial of Lightnin’ 
Bill Jones. A glance at the pro- 
gram reveals the name of Minnie 
Palmer, but this means little or 
nothing to the younger generation 
of playgoers. But to those who 
have vivid memories of Minnie 
Palmer, feted as the “Pocket Ve- 
nus,” the “little bit of Dresden 
china;” who are able to recall the 
stage favorites of the early 80's, 
when Lotta and Maggie Mitchell 
reigned supreme, a flood of recol- 
is inspired. 

t was somewhere along about 
1880 that Minnie Palmer, a 
sprightly little thing of 14, a Phila- 
delphia girl just out of the Con- 
vent of the Sacred Heart in that 
city, made her first stage appear- 
ance at the Park Theater, Brook- 
lyn, It was no time at all before 
she was a leading weman, and 
when she was 16 years old she 
made her tremendous hit in “My 
Sweeatheart,” a play whose popu- 
larity lasted fifteen years and in 
which she toured America, En- 
gland and South Africa. 

“I left America for England 
primarily because I preferred not 
to compete in any way with Lotta 
Crabtree,” said Miss Palmer the 
other evening. “England offered 
me a perfect field, for Lotta. due 
to her insistence on remaining in 
America, was practically unknown 
there. 

“My tour of the provinces in 
England was a success. And then 
I went to London. Miss Crabtree 
came to London, too. Let me say 
right now that I have always con- 
sidered Lotta Crabtree one of the 
cleverst actresses on the American 
stage. Az it turned out, London 
was none to good to her. The 
trouble was that she had waited 
too long before appearing in En- 
gland. Why, when she arrived I 
had already been acknowledged as 
a star—and I was only Lotta’s fu- 
*ure ‘successor,’ so the American 
papers had sald. 

“Bhe played “‘Musette’ and was 
hissed from the gallery. And 
shortly afterward bills were sent 
around the city of London an- 
nouncing that I was to blame for 
the hissing; that I, Lotta’s rival. 
had been. jealous of her assured 
success and had sent men to her 
theater to hiss her! 

“How unjust that was! T realize 
how badly Lotta must have felt 
after being hissed—hissing Lotta 
then would be like hissing Lau- 
rette Taylor, or Jane Cowl, or Pau- 
line Frederick, or any one of a 
host of actresses today—and vet it 
was a cruel accusation. And so 
obviously untrue! There wae no 
reason why I, accepted by the En- 
glish public, should lower mvyeelf 
by such methods. Besides, I liked 
Lotta, 

“Still, I benefited by the accusa- 
tion in the end, for my manager 
gent out handbills tn reply, deny- 
ing Lotta’s charges and offering a 
reward of $500 for proof that I 
had been responsible. 

“The cause of the nonsuccess 
was a song. ‘In the Sweet Bye-and- 
Bye.’ It would have been a good 
song and would have been well 
received, for it was loved in En- 
giand, but Lotta made a big mis- 
take. 

“She burlesqued it. The audl- 
ence did not appreciate the bur- 
lesque, for it liked the song too 
well to have it exposed to ridicule. 


Imagine what might bappen in 
America if a einger burlesqued 
‘Swanee Rivet’ or some other 


well-loved song!” 

This brought up the story Eu- 
gene O'Neill tells of his “Anna 
Christie”’—-how the gallery sent a 
deputation after the first act on its 
opening night in London to say 
they did not wish to “boo” a play 
they regarded so highly, but could 
the actors not speak a \Iittle 
louder? 
“The London gallery was always 
very frank in criticism,” she con- 
tinued, “and also very friendly if 
they like one. When I appeared 
in “The School Girl’ they called, 
‘Hello, Minnie, where's Tony?’ re- 
ferring to a character iff one. of 
my former plays. Once I sat in 
the audience and the gallery, rec- 
ognizing me, began to sing my 
songs; the orchestra, knowing the 
music weil, joined in on my reper- 
toire. “My Brother and Sister.’ 
‘Madcap Lou,” ‘Dorcas’ and “The 
Little Widow.’ Many times groups 
of shopgirls would wait for me at 
the etage door and even seek out 
the time of my train. arrtval, meet- 
ing me with their little bouquets. 
Those flowers meant much more to 
me than the expensive offerings of 
Lord This or That.

“Cave men who told their 
stories by carving pictures in 


rocks were the original writers 
of scenarios. Lacking descriptive 
words, they made pictures tell 
their tales.

Melford is now busy on his new 
production, “Tiger Love,” which 
‘features Antonio Moreno and Es- 
telle Taylor. Melford also produced 
the picture which gave Valentino 
his famous title of “Sheik.”

of school age in Cuba do not re- 
ceive any education at all, accord- 
ing to a message from the Presi- 
dent of the republic to the Cong- 
reas. It is estimated that more 
than 12,000 new classrooms are 
needed to provide places for these 
children. Many owners of bulld- 
ings have offered free classroom 
space to boards of education, and 
additional classes will be installed 
as early as possible. By the pro- 
visions of a law passed in July, 
1923, it is now possible to remedy 
in part the great shortage of 
teachers, which has been one of 
the greatest problems in Cuban 
education. 


To overcome the school shortage 
in New York City, the Board of 
Education its now constructing 
fifty new buildings and additions.

Plans 
and specifications for forty more 
buildings are in various stages of 
preparation, and if these were 
added to the fifty the line would 
reach to Fitty-eighth street, about 
two more miles. A number of 
buildings will be built in the next 
two or three years, and if these 
were added they would reach to

A HISTORIO STREET 


Somewhat suggestive of FEuro- 
pean architecture, the beautiful

Royalty Plan 
Advocated for 


Film Stories 


According to Charles Kenyon, 
playwright and screen author, the 
films will never develop truly great 
original scenarists until the pro- 
ducers institute the system of 
payment by royalties. This is the 
method of remuneration which 
exists in the world of the speak- 
ing stage, where the playwright's 
reward is based on the percentage 
of the profits resulting from the 
production of his brain child. In 
this way, the author is encouraged 
to spend months or even years on 
the preparation of the play, be- 
cause he knows that if it is a real 
suceéss, he will be amply paid for 
his labor and time. 

Of course, Kenyon explains, this 
demands a gamble on the part of 
the author, but one which he is 
glad to undertake because of the 
er reward that may come to 

im. 

Another thing which Kenyon 
advocates is the fostering of the 
réally original screen author, 
which will only be possible where 
the producer is willing®to read an 


original scenario in continuity 
form. At the present time, the 
scenarist presents his story as a 
narrative—a totally different 


style of writing and one in which 
the pictorial is not uppermost. 
Then if the producer likes the 
tale, it must be switched into the 
pictorial, whereupon much of its 
original flavor is lost.

Painting from 1904 to 1917—a suf- 
ficently long experience in paint- 
ing. patience, prowess and diplo- 
macy. Which may account for his 


he has painted innumerable por- 
traits of people either important 
or beautiful, and that he has dec- 
orated Temple Iierael in Boston. 
and that he has a portrait in the 
National Gallery at Washington, 
besides painting two war memortal 
pictures and one for Canada, the 
latter hung in one of the Houses 
of Parliament at Toronto. 

Much of this useful and interest- 
ing information was gleaned from 
the catalog printed itn connection 
with the exhibition of nine por- 
traits and six landscapes that the 
artist is holding at the Ebell Club 
through April. It is to be feared 
that wild horses couldn't have 
dragged it from Hazard if you had 
tried to pump him vis-a-vis. Some 
artists are like that-——but not all. 
Many flow on about themsecives 
“forever.” in the easy way of 
Tennyson's monotonous brook. 

In spite of the six landscapes, 
the best of which is from New 
England and was highly approved 
by Sargent himeelf (Sargent is an 
old friend of Hazard's and a mem- 
ber of the same Bohemian club 
in Boston, _the 8t. Botoilph's,) 
Hazard remains unmistakably and 
inevitably a portrait painter, as 
Gainsborough did, and Rembrandt, 
and Whistler. all of whom made 
excursions into surrounding land- 


paint. The true artist is attracted 
to every form of esthetic expres- 
sion, though in the long run he 
may stick closer to the one near- 
est his heart. 

It may interest you to know that 
Hazard studied medicine for 4 
while—for the psychology to be 
found ig it, if you please! His fath- 
er, who was a professional violin- 
ist before he entered owr Civil 
War, came out of it to enter into 
business, but for all that he led 
an orchestra of huge proportions 
on one of his winter visits to a 
Florida resort when he was &° 
years of age. Once an artist al- 
ways an artist: even the heavy 
pressure of modern business can't 
quite quench the divine fire. 

How medicine helped Arthur 
Hazard to paint better portraits he 
himself can no doubt tell us. Cer- 
tainly. we can't guess. But as his 
portraite are unusually good in 
peychology as well as in the more 
tangible affair of the mere han- 
dling of the paint brush. we take 
it for granted that he got as much 
as he expected from his course in 
materia medica. The training of an 
artist is often a devious and du- 
bious process. You never can tell 
where he'll go or emerge. 

We can see, however, that thie 
artist has emerged perfectly sane 
and armed cap-a-pie for his life's 
job, the painting of admirable and 
life-like portraits of the men and 
women of our time. The exhibi- 
tion at the Ebell Club proves this 
very conclusively. It also con- 
vinces us that Hazard has been 
fortunate in the quality of his 
sitters—-that men and women in no 
sense “ordinary” have been anxi- 
ous to be painted and perpetuated 
by him. But was he merely for- 
tunate, after all? Didn't “his own 
come to him.” didn't his “psycho- 
logy” bring about the entente? 

You will observe that in these 
portraits, even in those of lovely 
women who wear lovely clothes, 
the brilliant accessories take their 
piace. You see the head, not the 
clothes. Indeed, the artist even 
sema to slight these brilliancies on 
occasion, and with a quiet discre- 
tion that renews our conviction that 
nature intended him for portrait- 
ure. And we may be sure that it is 
only a woman of quality who is 
willing, in a portrait, to permit 
her clothes to be no more than 
a background for herself. Which is 
one reason why we said that Haz- 
ard has been fortunate in his 
sitters. 

But beauty is paramount, all the 
same, in all these portraits—beau- 
ty of line, of color, of arrangement 
and of character. The most of 
them have a directness of presen- 
tation that is almost startling-—as 
if you came suddenly face to face 
with an interesting and attractive 
stranger in somebody's drawing- 
room and stood, rather awkwardly 
waiting to be introduced. The in- 
troduction comes, in due time. You 
are at ease. You grow happy. 
You converse with the fascinating 
person, man or woman, béfore you. 
A good portrait painter is a sort 
of absentee host in a concourse of 
wonderful people. 

Meet, then, Hazard seems to say, 
my charming young friend, Miss 
Katherine Williard. And what s 
lovely and delightful English girl. 
the very perfection of her type. 
exquisitely blond, we discover Miss 
Williard to be! The portrait ts in 
the eighteenth century style—pic- 
ture hat of light straw and floating 
mauve veil, graceful bend of the 
face, greenish out-door back- 
ground. This portrait of a gifted 
English actress who came to work 
with the Coplev Players of Boston 
was painted for Jewett, impresario 
for that little band of earnest in- 
terpreters of the best in modern 
drama.

A collection of speeches and 
addresses: by President Coolidge is 
announced by Charlies Scribner's 
Sons under the title, “The Price of 
Freedom."

ern California, you may be quite 
unable to locate them unless you're 
& member of that guild of men 
and women who carry white um- 
brellas and plant wooden easels 
under them, and then proceed to 
add a few more items of beauty to 
world in need. 


To be explicit, Morro is 225 
miles up the coast and Trabuca 
Canyon winds ite way among the 
brown and purple foothills of 
Orange county. You are sure to 
ask for this exact information 
when you have looked at Aaron 
Kilpatrick's recent pictures from 
these places, because you'll want 
to go. Morro is a spot of en- 
ghantments, a spot in which to 
loaf and invite your soul—and no- 
body else's. 

Kilpatrick issued daily invita- 
tions to his soul for three months 
at Morro last summer, but ap- 
parently he did no loafing, for his 
charming canvases tell a story of 
happy and fruitful activity with 
the brush. In truth, it was here 
that he cawte into his own as a 
landecape painter, his former ex- 
cursions among mountains and into 
valleys being but preparatory 
skirmishes for the final coup. The 
spoils of hie jubilant conquest 
cover the walls of the inner gal- 
leryy—the holy of holies, as it were 
—~at the Biltmore Salon, and their 
number is thirty-one. As this is 
Kilpatrick's first one-man show in 
Los Angeles and he has bided his 
time so honestly and patiently, we 
will not quarrel] with him because 
he didn't cut his exhibition in half. 
Every picture is worthy of its wal! 
space. 

Meeting the painter in the gal- 
lery last Thursday evening, the 
editor could not escape his remi- 
nisences. Kilpatrick has an amaz- 
ing memory, while the editor—as 
you know-—forgets everything of 
importance. We were both, Kil- 
patrick ys, original members of 
the first artists’ organization to be 
established in Los Angeles, the 
Painter’ Club, which flourished like 
the green ¢éucalyptus for several 
years, then became disorganized 
because it upheld the no-jury idea, 
then was reorganized as the Calli- 


fornia Art Club Did you know 
that the California Art Club began 
with eleven members? A mighty 
tall oak has sprung from that little 
acorn. Other members of the 
Painters’ Club were Carl Oscar 
Borg and Jack Wilkinson Smith, 
and A. Clinten Conner was its 
president. Conner is now city 
treasurer—or something—at Man- 
hattan Beach, painting landscape 
when he can. 

So much for the past—and 
blame Kilpatrick for it all. Now 
for the present, and for this you 
will give praise to Kilpatrick, 
fince he offers us many landscapes 
of original and unusual beauty. Es- 
pecially lovely, you willefind. are 
the studies from Morro, for there 
the painter became the tenderest 
of poets, the most subtie of in- 
terpreters in the gray and gold of 
mist and afternoon light. All these 
pictures—all Kilpatrick's pictures, 
in fact—were painted from start 
to finish out-of-doors, and the re- 
sult is a freshness hard to attain 
in any other way. 

Kilpatrick declares that the edi- 
tor of Art and Artists burst into 
prophecy fifteen years ago when 
looking at one of his sketches in 
the round-up of one of the club's 
meetings, when sketches were put 
up and torn to pieces. He says 
that the editor said: “You fellows 
will have to look toe your laurels 
pretty soon!” Whatever the truth 
of thie legend—and it probably has 
a solid foundation in fact, since 
Kilpatrick its a truthful man in 
words as well as in painte—those 
fellows will have to look out now. 

This painter has found his stride 
and his metier. He ought to go far 
as exponent of nature's most ex- 


quisite and silvery moods—moods 
like that in “Silvery Mist,’ in 
which sky and stream and high 
embankment set with eucalyptus 
| trees are seen as through a veil. 
Yet how firm the drawing in this 
lively picture, since the values 
have been studied with such con- 
summate care. Values, indeed, is 
Kilpatrick's preoccupation, as it Is 
every true painter's. Without them 
there may be much beauty, but it 
is beauty hinting of a confusion 
that may lead to chaos. 

Other fine efforts from Morro 
are “Filtering Light.* “Main 
Street,” “Banco Sereno,” all of 
them touched with the gold that 
seems to drift through the atmos- 
phere of this wonderful place. In 
“Main Street.”” whose trees are 
beautifully massed and with a 
great simplicity, the road dips and 
rises: In “Banco Sereno” the com- 
position has magnificent sweep and 
thythm, two long rows of oaks 
along the shore line. 

Admirabie pictures. not from 
Morro, are ““‘The Church at Ojai,” 
showing a white oak spreading its 
protecting branches in front of the 
sunlit adobe walls of the church. 
“The Whirite Sycamore,” the naked 
tree patterned on a greenish sky, 
beyond it the tiny hut used by Kil- 
patrick and William Wendt on 
their recent sketching trip of three 
months in Trabuca Canyon. “Cerro 
Alto,” splendid hill forms leading 
up to bestions of gray rock that 
are like Druid temples. “Morning 
Shadows.” showing the delicate 
greens of winter in trees and hill- 
sides. 

These pictures will make you re- 
joice that Kilpatrick has discov- 
ered himself to be the possessor of 
both power.and beauty as 4 
painter. 


ORRIN WHITE AND 
MEXICAN STUDIES 


Fér the last few weeks Orrin 
White has been exhibiting, at 
Stendahi's Maryland gallery, in 
Pasadena, twenty-two of his re- 
cent landscapes and studies of 
buildings, many of them painted 
from sketches made recently on 
his trip to the cities of Mexico. 
These pictures will be shown, at 
a very early date, in Stendahl's 
Ambassador gallery. when they 
will be reviewed at length. 

White is a young painter whose 
rise has been rather phenomenal. 
A few years ago he was almost un- 
known.

USEFUL INVENTIONS 


Motion pictures are made gen- 
erally available for the home, the 
classroom, the church and other 
nontheatrical purposes by the in- 
vention in England of fireproof 
paper film and a projecting ma- 
chine that. may be operated ‘by 
anyone, according to the Popular 
Science Monthly. The apparatus 
may also be used as a giant micro- 
scope, for any object of a size ca- 
pable of ‘being placed within the 
opening through which the film 
passes in projection is throw: on 


the screen in natural color, mag- 
nified 2500 areas. 


The use of salt with ice to pro- 
duce ice is an old device. Now 
scientiste are using salt and high 
temperatures to counterfeit the ac- 
tion @@ ice and frost in the weath- 
ering of buliding materials. In 
tests of waterproofing materials 
and stone preservatives at the Bu- 
reau of Standards, in Washington, 
limestone after being treated with 
the preservative is soaked in a 
strong salt solution. and then dried 
at a temperature above 100 deg. 
Fahrenheit. This drives off the wa- 
ter and the salt crystalizes in the 
pores of the stone. As the crystals 
form they expand, exerting a pres- 
sure and weathering effort similar 
to that of frost. 


Knowledge of the direction and 
speed of ocean currents is of 
great importance to navigators. 
Since it is very difficult to measure 
these directly, the United States 
hydrographic office accomplishes it 
approximately by means of what 
are known as “bottle papers.” 
There are small paper slips with 
directions for their return to the 
proper authorities printed in the 
principal languages of civilization. 
They are given to vessel captains, 
sealed in bottles, and thrown over- 
board with the time and place they 
were put over noted on them. Aft- 
ér months or years they come back 
to Washington. One drifted nearly 
across the Atlantic and back. An- 
other made a drift across the wid- 
est part of the Pacific, taking 
more than two years.

‘PROSPECTS FOR 
FARMER BETTER 


Period of Depression is Now 
Coming to Close 


Rural Purchasing Power is 
Nearly Normal 
National Realty Association 
Giving Assistance 


The beginning of an upward 
curve from thé post-war depression 
in the farm situation was observed 
recently by a national survey of 
the farm-land market made by 
the National Association of Real 
Metgte Boards, and this optimism 
is further indicated in «a recent 
ahnalyeia of the farmer's purchas- 
ing powér just made by an agricul- 
tural business service, according to 
Dr. Herman Janse, secretary of the 
farm-iands division of the national 
organization of real-estate men. 

“The analysia is made by former 
statisticians of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and a former 
chief statistician of the United 
States Department of Agriculture,’ 
eaid Dr. Janes, Who is a member 
of the Los Angelés Realty Board, 
yesterday. 

“The estimate of the business 
bureau,.made from a study of all 
available data, places the purchas- 
ing power of the nation’s farm 
population at 97 per cent of nor- 
mal and 95 per cent of the pur- 
chasing power of the farmers in 
19138. 

“The estimate is based not eim- 
ply on comparison of . pricea, but 
also on Quantities sold by farmers, 
and bases purchasing power on in- 
come lees taxés.and interest. The 
normal of the estimate ia Dansed 
on the long-time trend of farm 
prices from 1879 to 1913 and the 
assumption that this trend is still 
in progress. The analysis of the 
farmers buying power, going back 
to 1867, shows that, while the 
1920-1921 collapse of prices was 
the moat severe in history, it fol- 
lowed a period of high prices just 
as abnormal, in which the price of 
farm products reached its peak of 
market valwe as related to other 
products.” 

DRIVE NOW ON 

Tr. Jahes furthermore stated 
that another optimistic feature of 
the general farm-land outlook was 
the fact that a drive of farm-land 
dealers of the United States and 
Canada to concentrate for the im- 
provements of the farm-land situa- 
tion nationally has been launched 
by the division of the national as- 
sociation, of which the local man 
is secretary.

LABOR TRUST 


Onen-Shop Conditions Must 
be Maintained Here 


Contractor's Executive Urges 
* Aid to Association 


Independent W orker Entitled 
_to Consideration 


The burden of maintaining the 
“American Plan” or open-shop 
method of employment in Los An- 
geles rests most heavily upon the 
shoulders of the public itself. That 
was the declaration made by fF. 
Earl Glass, executive secretary of 
the Southern California Chapter, 
Associated General Contractors of 
America, when interviewed vester- 
day on the labor conditions now 
existing in thjs city.

THE ELECTRO MAGNET 
A hundred years ago the electro- 
magnet was born. Its inventor was 


William Sturgeon, a soldier at 
Woolwich, near London. As a lad 
he followed his father's trade as a 
shoemaker, and he never regretted 
it, for shoemaking taught him to 
use his eyes and fingers with un- 
common power. In hours of lei- 
sure he was fond of experiment. 
He noticed that soft iron was 
magnetic only while in contact 
with a steel magnet. When he 
severed them the soft iron instant- 
ly lost its attraction. It occurred 
to him to place a core of soft 
iron within an electric coil. At 
once that core became a magnet 
of uncommon strength. When he 
broke the current the magnetism 
of the soft iron vanished. He 
created the electric magnet. The 
American physicist, Joseph Henry, 
greatly improved the device of 
Sturgeon, That inventor had wound 
only one coil of copper wire around 
his iron core, using varnish on the 
iron as a means of insulation. 
Henry surrounded the eoll core 
with several close coils covered 
wits silk thread, obtaining a much 
more powerful magnet than that 
of Sturgeon. From the very be- 
ginning of telegraph the electro- 
magnet has been the very heart of 
the apparatus. A momentary cur- 
rent is received from a distant sta- 
tion In a coil of copper wire; that 
instant its soft tron core becomes 
a magnet, and in attracting its 
armature gives a signal. In tele- 
phones as well as in telegraphs, in 
dynamos and motors, in automatic 
printers and a host of other inven- 
tions electro magnets command 
motion and rest instantly, strong- 
ly and dependably.—([Indianapolis 
News.

OLD-TIME LIGHTHOUSES 


To Egypt belongs the credit of 
the erection of the first lighthouse 
on record, namely, the tower built 
on the island of Pharos at the, 
mouth of Alexandria Harbor, by 
the most enlightened ruler, Pto- 
lemy II, about 660 years before 
the Christian era. This tower was 
100 feet high, and stood as a mon- 
ument to an ancient civilization 
until the fourteenth century, when: 
it was washed away by the sea.

cal year of 1925. Although only 
an increase of $763,800 for all Na- 
tional Guard activities allowed by 
the Budget Bureau over the 1934: 
appropriations, the strength of the 
National Guard will be increased 
over this period by 20,000.—

CANNED FRUIT 
Notwithstanding high exchange 
rates prevailing against their more 
popular use, American canned 
fruits are becoming more and more 
popular around the Strasbourg re- 
gion of France, according to data 
reaching the Department of Com- 
merce from Vice-Consul Leslie FE. 
Woods, Strasbourg. The market 
for canned fruit is mostly in the 
cities, one-half of the population 
living in towns of over 2000 inhabi- 
tanta. Domestic products retail 
for slightly less than American 
goods and this tends to increase 
their sale to more prosperous peo- 
ple and to hotels and restaurants. 
The natives of Alsace-Lorraine 
have a preference for fresh fruits, 
but local fruits are nevertheless 
canned and sold to a large extent, 
especially during the winter 
months. Locally grown peaches, 
apricots and pears are not of a 
grade equal to those used by 
American canners. One of the 
large canners of Strasbourg discon - 
tinued putting up peaches after a 
short trial. A small, yellow plum, 
known as “Mirabelle.” and the 
large, comparatively dry. blue 
plum, known as “Quetsch,.” are 
possibly the most popular canned 
fruits Strawberries, gooseberries 
and cherries are also cannedf Straw- 
berry preserves are not as popular 
as the jam made from this fruit. 
Apples and apple sauce have a 
ready sale, and peaches, apricots, 
pears and pineapple are popular as 
deasert.

HOMES ARE 
ARTISTIC IN 
SOUTHLAND 


Local Builder on Return 
from Europe Says Our 
Houses Are Best 


Maurice B. Opigez, contractor 
and builder of Los Angeles, has 
just returned from Paris where he 
studied at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts. He also epent considerable 
time in Southern France, Switzer- 
land and Italy in search for ar- 
tistic types of homes. He reports 
finding many ideas of value that 
can be worked into the modern 
home. 

Mr. Opigez says that from an 
artistic standpoint, the small homes 
found in Los Angeties are far su- 
perior to those in Kurope, but 
that the construction used in that 
country appeared to be more mas- 
sive. A large percentage of homes 
in the countries. he visited were 
constructed of reinforced concrete 
brick and stone. 

More thought Is given to perma- 
nence of construction than to con- 
venience in arrangement and san- 
itation. Built-in features and 
labor-saving devices for the house 
wife are seldom seen. It is his 
opinion that the builder in this 
jcountry will do well to combine 
the idea of permanence found in 
| European construction with the 
idea of convenience in arrange- 
'meht and beauty of appearance 
common to the Los Angeles homes. 
_In the devastated section of 
Northern France where Mr. Opt- 
ges saw service during the late 
war, he found in place of trenches 
dugoutsa and shell-holes, fields 
again leveled and green with a new 
crops of wheat and sugar beets. 
which are the principal crops of 
that section of France 

The reconstruction of the dev- 
astated villages and towns has 
not progressed to nearly ag great 
an extent as the farming lands. 
according to Mr. Opigez. “The 
delay in this work haa been largely 
because of lack of money = and 
inability to collect the indemnity 
ifrom the Germans,” he saya. “Much 
‘improvement is noted in the re- 
construction of villages where the 
work has been done. The streets 
ha¥e been straightened and widened 
and the homes are equipped with 
many modern conveniences. 

“Homes in the reconstructed 
areas and new homes in other 


to some extent along the lines of 
the types of bungalows common in 
Southern California ten years ago. 
Many architects of France have 
come and are stillcoming to South- 
ern California to study our modern 
methods of construction and ar- 
rangement, particularly with re- 
spect to amall homes.” 

In only. one section of Furope 
did Mr. Opigez find anything in 
the line of subdivisions as practiced 
in the United States and that was 
in the section of Nice and along 
the Riviera. In this section he 


found extensive activity along the 
modern lines of subdivision and 
buliding. Oddly enough this de- 
velopment appears to have been 
started by two Frenchmen who re- 
sided in America for a number 
of vear# and returned to France 
to take up this work. 


AUSTRIAN COTTON 

The monthly report of the Aus- 
trian Association of Cotton Spin- 
nere and Weavers shows that of 
1.096.744 spindles in place, 992,448 
reported, and of the latter num- 
be~ 770.848 were actually in op- 
eration at the end of December. 
The consumption of cotton during 
December amounted to 271,000 
pounds of Egyptian and 3,780,000 
pounds of American and East In- 
dian, the total being 94,000 pounds 
greater than in November. Spin- 
ning hours were increased about 
6 per cent over November, and 
3.699.000 poubds of yarn were pro- 
duced in December, compered with 
8,227,000 pounds itn November. 
Yarn deliveries of 3,794,900 pounds 
represented an increase of 23 per 
cent over November, and stocks on 
hand at the end of the year were 
3.234.000 pounds. December sales 
fell off 60 per cent from those of 
the previous months, and amounted 
to £90,000 pounds for the domestic 
market and §21,000 pounds to for- 
eign countries. Unfilled orders at 
the end of the year totaled 6,004,- 
990 pounds, Assistant Trade Com- 
missioner Prentiss M. Terry, Vien- 
na, reports to the Department of 
Commerce. 


COULDN'T WAIT 

The results of advancing the of- 
ficial harvest time, from January 1 
to December 10, of the present 
Guadeloupe vanilla crop are being 
carefully considered by prospective 
buyers. The direct result of this 
advance in the date, substantially 
one month, was that the owners 
immediately gathered and sold the 
crop of green beans, Consul Shelby 
F. Strother tnforms the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Very few 
planters have refrained from pull- 
ing their crop, immature though it 
was. The crop of cured vanilla 
beans of Guadeloupe this year is 
eatimated by the trade to be about 
35.000 pounds. Prices for’ the 
green beans began at 10 francs 
per kilo, and have mounted to 31, 
32 and 33 francs, American buy- 
ers having secured half the crop 
up to the middle of February. 


SWEDISH FRUIT AUCTION 

With a business in Goteborg 
ranging from $700,000 to over 
$1,000,000 annually in imported 
fresh fruits, a n@mber of promi- 
nent citizens interested in the 
trade have planned establishing a 
fresh fruit auction company simi- 
lar to those found in Chicago, 
London, Hull, Liverpool and Ham- 
burg, according to Mr. Adrian R. 
Nelson of the American Consulate- 
General, Goteborg,.in a report just 
received by the Department of 
Commerce. All auctions are to 
take place in the free port zone 
of the city, the company offering 
the city 1-4 per cent of the total 
sales. and will charge the shippers 
a commission of 5 per cent. It ts 
claimed that the city authorities 
are favorable to the project but 
that the fruit importer’s agerts 
and dealers’ associations are tak- 
ing steps to prevent the scheme 
from being fully realized.

Gigantic International Ring 
Believed Operating 


Sen Francieco end Hongkong 
Said to be Bases 


Powerful Financial Combine 
Back of Movement 


[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

HONOLULU, April 12.—An in- 
vestigation by narcotic authorities 
of the United States, reaching 
from San Francisco to Hongkong, 
including Honolulu and Shanghai, 
promises to bring to light an in- 


spiracy of great magintude, ac- 
cording to information received 
here. 

Evidence has been accumulat- 


ing for some time, it is said, of a 
growing volume of the nefarious 
trade and a chain of circum- 
stances during the last few 
months led to the conclusion on 
the part of the narcotic enforce- 
ment officers in Hcnolulu and San 
Francisco that a powerful finan- 
cial combine’ is behind the move- 
ment to surreptitiously land opi- 
um and morphia in enormous 
quantities in the United States. 
The headquarters of. the asserted 
conspirators are believed to be in 
Hongkong, with a well-organized 
force operating in Shanghai, 
Honolulu, San Francisco and pos- 
sibly Seattle and Vancouver. 


SMUGGLERS’ METHODS 
Despite the co-operation and 


vigilance of officers of the various 
trans-Pacific steamships in seek- 
ing to prevent the transportation 
of the drugs, it is known that the 
smugglers manage to evade this 
watchfulness and are successful in 
getting their contraband = tins 
ashore, ‘both in Honolulu and San 
Francisco. 

It is explained that it is a com- 
atively easy matter for the 
veling agent of the combine to 
overtoard from one of these 
boats a collection of tins of opium 
somewhere along the shore line of 
Hawali and have them picked up 
by a walting sampan or other emall 
boat. The same method is be- 
lieved to be practiced outside the 
harbor at San Francisco and other 
Coast cities. Occasionally, the 
small boat is not on hand or is 
frightened off for some cause. and 
the well-filled tins are found where 
they have been washed upon the 
shore. and turned over to the lo- 
cal Federal] authoritics. Instances 
of this kind have happened here 
during the last few months. 
Recently an American was 4r- 
rested in Hongkong, charged with 
an attempt to smuggle into the 
United States 630 cans of opium. 
The drug was confiscated. 
about this same time that several 
persons were arrested in 
Francisco, all accused of opium 
smuggling. For long time 
Shanghai has been the shipping 
point of large quantities of opium 
that found its way into the United 
States, it is declared by investiga- 


tors.

When the antinarcotic agents 
came active in Shaftghai a short 
time ago the conspiraters changed 
the Base of operations to Hong- 
kong. it is believed. Although 
Hongkong is a British possession, | 
the opium is brought there on 
small boats from Canton and 
other points with little risk of de- 
tection. 

It is declared by men who have 
investigated the situation that 
more opium is now being smuggled 
into the United States than in the 
history of the nefarious traffic. 
Besides that which is landed at 
mainiand ports, large quantities 
are put ashore at Manzanillo, 
Mex., and quickly find their way 
across the southern border into 
American territory, it is asserted.

REBELS STILL 
HOLD YUCATAN 


Important State is| Loss to 
Federal Government 


Area of Great Interest for 
American Republic 


Trade With Country Held to 
be Important Factor 


BY JACK STARR-HUNT 

(RY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MEXICO, CITY, April 12.—The 
most important Mexican State still 
in the hands of the De la Huerta 
revolutionists is Yucatan, and its 
recovery will mean much to the 
I-»public on more than one ac- 
count. Its isolated location made 
it easy prey for the rebels, who 
have held it since the outbreak 
of the revolution. The tragic 
shooting of its Constitutional Gov- 
ernor, Felipe Puerto Carrillo, will 
remain a feature of the actual up- 
rising. 

Yucatan is of interest to the 
United States, not only on account 
of the thousands of Americans 
who go there annually to view and 
study its peerless archaeologic | 
trasures, but it is also the Mex-| 
ican State most addicted to Amer- 
ican products. 

More than 30,000 cattle are 
slaughtered annually in Yucatan 
and ‘about the same number of 
deer are killed annually by hunt- 
ers. Of the cittle hides, , about 
4000 are shipped to the ‘United 
States in a wet salted condition. 
Practically all the deer skins, sun- 
dried, are exported to the United 
States. The remainder of the cat- 
tle hides, about 26,000, enter the 
local leather industry. 


PRODUCE LEATHER 

The local tanners refer to their 
tanning process as the “French 
system,” it being probable that 
this process, along with  »bread- 
making, was one of the few last- 
ing impressions made by the 
French during the eccupation of 
the peninsular. 

The main product of the Yuca- 
tan tanneries is a thick, hard, dry 
sole leather, but a small amount 
of thinner and more liable 
leather is produced. A few deer 
skins are tanned with and with- 
out hair. Tanned jaguar and 
crocodile skins are to be found in 


leather shops. 

The modern Yucatan laborer 
fundamentally has retained the 
dress of his ancestor, wearing 
crude sandals, white flaring 
trousers, a white jacket with a 
row of pockets along the ttom 
seam, and a colored apron Wound 
round his hips and tucked In at 
the waist. The working women 
wear white dresses made from 
such materials as bleached sheet- 
ing, cambric and longcloth, 
trimmed around the neck. arm- 
holes and bottom with stamped 
flower strips which are made 
epec.ally for this trade. Some of 
these strips come from Switzer- 
land, but England supplies most 
of them. About 80 per cent of 
men's suits and work élothing. 
end 96 ‘per cent of women's 
dresses of all kinda, it is estimated. 
are made locally. 


COTTON TRADE 

No statistics are avafiable as 
tc the import of cotton plece 
goods, but local conditions. tend 
to give it considerable importance 
and volume. The natives of Yuca- 
tan take particular pride in the 
neatness and cleanliness of their 
clothing. Clothing wears out rap- 
idly, as the vegetation is extreme- 
ly harsh on work clothing. and 
modern methods are not used 


in 
laundering the com paratively 
high percentage of washable 


clothing worn by reason of the 
tropical climate. 

The introduction of automobiles 
into Yucatan has caused a great 
decrease in the number of horse- 
drawn vehicles, but the “carreta” 
still is used principally as a dray 
In cities and towns and aleo on the 
sisal plantations to a considerable 
extent. 

The “carreta” is a heavy two- 
wheeled truck, with large wheels | 
and wide tires. 
are manufactured mainly from 
native products, but except for 
their frames, most of the remainder 


of them is imported from the 
United States, 
IMPORT DEMAND 
Imported articles, for which 


there’is a good demand, are paints, | 


varnishes, upholstering materials 
and rubber tires. ‘The use of nar- 
rowtired “carreta” is prohibited 


by a decree of the Council of Meri- 
da, Capital of the State, but it 
is not enforced. The enforcement 
of this decree should create an 
opening for American steel axies 
and steel wheels with broad tires. 

The phonograph is as popular in 
Yucatan as in the United States. 
The smaller and cheaper instru- 
ments may be heard cheering 
the inhabitants of the Indian huts: 
the ordinary phonographs are 
found in the homes of the middle 
classes, and the most elegant cab- 
inet styles grace the mansions of 
the wealthy. Perhaps no other) 
modern invention has done more 
to enliven the homes of Yucatan 
than the mechanical reproduction 
of music. The American phono- 
graph has entirely monopolized 
the Yucatan market, there being 
no competition from other coun- 
tries.

Fresh-fruit production in Southern Cali- 
fornia is being stimulated just the same as 
was the truck-crop industry. The increas- 
ing population has brought with it a de- 
mand for more fresh fruit. Orchards near 
the population center have a better oppor- 
tunity of supplying this demand than those 
far out that have to make long hauls with 
high freight rates and lowering in quality. 

The writer has been in close touch with 
several growers who are making a success 
Im fresh-fruit production. These growers 
all state that the secret of success in thie 
industry is to produce fruit of high quality 
and to pack it in an attractive manner. The 
appearance of the fruit is the chief factor 
for a good price.

HEMET.—One of the interesting sights 
of the Hemet-San Jacinto Valley is the 
rose farm of the Howard Rose Company. 
where roses are grown in huge numbers 
for shipment to all parts of the country. 

Charles W. Howard came here and start- 
ed in the rose business seventeen years 
ago, having had eight years prior experi- 
ence in this field of endeavor at Riverside. 
Ernest Lindquist, who also owns an inter- 
est in the business, had made the study of 
roses a epecialty before coming here from 
abroad. The company’s acreage has in- 
creased year by year until now some fifty 
acres is devoted to the cultivation of roses, 
seventy women and twenty-five men being 
employed on the place. 


The hot-bed frames, filled to capacity, 
hold two and a quarter million cuttings. 
This number will‘ probably supply a million 
plants for the trade. It is the policy of the 
company never to plant roses on the same 
soil two years running. The land used is 
a rich alluvial loam and with the dry cli- 
mate, insures a well-ripened plant. Growth 
during the summer months is steady, as 
plenty of water from the pumping plants 
is always at command... This insures strong 
plants with good root development and 
good shipping qualities. 

Propagation begins in late summer with 
semi-ripened wood, the cuttings being in- 
serted closely in frames over a slight bot- 
tom heat. The work incidental to the prop- 
er care of the increasing business requires 
careful attention, the greatest care being 
taken to prevent mixing and to insure va- 
rieties true to name. 

The task of removing cuttings from the 
propagating frames to open ground begins 
asesoon as they are sufficiently rooted. 
Again follows great care to prevent mikx- 
ing. In the long field rows there are ap- 
proximately 1000 plants. Cultivation fol- 
lows as soon as the rows have dried out 
sufficiently after each irrigation and 
through the growing season alternate wat- 
ering and cultivation is kept up. Thies ad- 
mits of no opportunity for a possible check- 
ing of the growth. 

Previous to digging time in the fall, the 
water is withheld, then later on a tree dig- 
ger is run beneath the plants. This meth- 
od has proven its worth since it cuts off 
the deeper roots andthe growth is hin- 
dered to some extent, after which the wood 
hardens up gradually and the fall digging 
season finds it in good shape.

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THE INVALUABLE SERVICE OF 
THE BEE TO THE ORCHARDIST 


By F. W. ALLEN, Division of Pomology, University of Callfornia 


RACTICAL orchardists may think of 
fruit setting as only a natural char- 
acteristic of orchard trees and such it 
is, provided all ‘conditions are favorable. 
Fortunately, favorable conditions exist in 
most years in the majority of orchards and 
a good crop is harvested with little, if any, 
thonght being given to the necessary pro- 
cesses and influencing factors which make 
such a crop. The amateur grower natural- 
ly associates fruitfulmess with blossoms 
but beyond this general association, the 
ss of cell division and development, 
when fully explained, seems little short of 
miraculous. 


All fruits result from a pre-existing flow- 
er. Most fruit flowers are of sufficient sige 
and attractiveness to be easily noticed, but 
aside from the petals or floral parts attrac- 
tive to the eye, there must be either in the 
same of separate flowers other less con- 
spicu but highly emential parts, the pis- 
til and Stamens. At the base of the for- 
mer is the ovary or undeveloped fruit, 
while at’ the upper extremity are the an- 
thers producing the hundreds of pollen 
grains. 

The first step in the setting of fruit fs 
the transfer of one or more of these minute 
pollen grains to the stigma or upper end 
of the pistil. This is known as pollination, 
which under favorable spring weather, nor- 
mally takes place within a very few days 
after the blossoms open. Since the anthers 
are In close proximity to the pistil, and in 
most instances slightly above it, one may 
easily conclude that the pollen grains sim- 
ply fall upom the stigma. Doubtleas there 
are instances where this is true, but if the 
fruit grower had to depend upon this posst- 
bility for his fruit crop, he would soon be 
forced to give up his orchard. Wind, for-

Horticuitural experts say that every fruit 
grower should have a few stands of bees 
in his orchard during blossoming season. 
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pollen thus collected is carried to the stig- 
ma of the pistil. Although pollination is 
not a difficuult task to perform by hand, 
man will never enter this field except in 
connection with plant breeding experiments 
and just as long as the bee is willing to 
perform this service gratis, he will surely 
be in demand. Unless wild bees are pres- 
ent in considerable number, orchardists are 
recommended to have in their orchards at 
blossoming time at least one stand of bees 
for every acre of trees. 

Varieties of fruit possess different bloom- 
ing habits, some having most of their blos- 
soms opening within three or four days 
time, and others blooming over a period of 
perhaps two weeks. Weather conditions 

are influencing factors, calm warm days be- 
‘ing conducive to rapid opening of the flow- 
ers, while cold windy or rainy weather has 
ithe opposite effect. Inasmuch as bees re- 
fuse to work under the latter climatic con- 
‘ditions, this seems a very wise provision 
on the part of nature. 

BPavorable climatic’ conditions during the 
greater part of the blossoming period are 
essential to a heavy set of fruit, as flowers 
once in full bloom must be pollinated with- 
in a period of one or two days, else fertili- 
zation will fail to take place. 

The process of fertilization is the actual 
union of the pollen grain on the stigma 
with the ovule at the base of the pistil. 
Within a few hours after coming in con- 
|tact with the stigma the pollen germinates 
and begins to send its slender pollen tube 
down through the center of the pistil. After 
passing down through that portion known 
as the style, it comes in contact with the 
ovary where the nuclei of the pollen grain 
unite with those of the ovule or egg cell. 
Not until this process takes place is the 
flower fertilized or will it develop a fruit. 
Pollination without fertilization is ineffec 
tive as evidenced by the fact that many 
fruits will not set a satisfactory crop with 
their own pollen. 

Fruit setting, therefore, depends upon 
successful pollination with acceptable pol- 
len and this followed by successful fertili- 
gation, and both of these steps are influ- 
enced markedly by general climatic condl- 
tions during the blossoming period. 


BONDS FOR GRAVITY

PLANTINGS ARE LIGHTER 


VISALIA.—Indications are that general 
plantings in Tulare county will be lighter 
this spring than at first indicated, although 
the total new acreage of some crops will 
exceed that of last year. This is believed 
to be true of prunes and alfalfa. Curtail- 
ment of plantings is not due to pessimism 
with. regard to the future, but rather to the 
shortage of water, which may present irri- 
gation problems this summer, and the in- 
clination of power companies to be some- 
what particular about power connections 
in view of the temporary power shortage. 


To clear up certain points about which 
beekeepers and breeders of queen bees 
need information, United States Department 
of Agriculture Bulletin 1222, Growth and 
Feeding of Honeybee Larvae, by James A. 
Nelson, Arnold P. Sturtevant and Bruce 
Lineburg, apiculturists, was recent! is- 
sued. This bulletin sets forth in technical 
form the results of studies made by the 
authors, and should prove of value to those 
concerped professionally with the produc- 
tion of honey. 


It has been found in the course of these 
studies that there is a difference in the 
type of food consumed by the honeybee 
larva on different days of its development. 
Food is supplied by nurse bees which visit 
the cells constantly for inspection and 
feeding. During the eight days from the 
time the egg is laid until the fully grown 
larva is sealed within the cells, the experts 
say, t visits of the nurse bees average 
about 1300 per day. It has been impossible 
to discover by observation what actually 
takes place when the nurse bee enters the 
cell to feed the larva, but certain theories 
which have been formulated in regard to 
this are discussed in the bulletin. The 
best manipulation of the bee colony to ob- 
tain good results in honey production is de- 
termined by some of the facts brought out 
by these studies. The bulletin, which is in 
two parts, and contains many graphs and 
tables, ma} be obtained, while the supply

NY variety of vine is attractive if 
properly trained and cared for. The 
wild vines running riot over fences, 
weeds and stumps transform them into 
things of beauty. On old tree trunk over- 
grown by the wild trumpet flower is as 
pretty a aight as one could wish to see. 
In memory I go back to a deep-shaded 
Spot made heavenly cool and inviting by a 
wild rose climbing over bushes and 
dead tree 


So the mission of a vine seems to be to 
hide unsightly objects and to make shade. 

Uniess a vine is wanted and needed in 
a certain place, however, you should give 
the planting of it due consideration. When 
[ snapped the photograph of a vine-covered 
house recently the owner said to me: 

“It does look picturesque, doegn’t it?”

“Yes,” I replied, “Tt does, but if you 
were building a new home would you ‘care 
to have it vine-covered like this one?” 

“Oh, surely not,” she said. “They ruin 
a house.” 

Yet, that very day I saw an ivy vine be- 
sinning to creep up on a new chimney of 
pretty pressed brick. Why pressed brick 
if ivy vines are to hide them? 


If you have a cheap, ugly chimney and 
wish to conceal its ugliness, then plant the 
ivy by all means. A cheap, unsightly wall 
may also be transformed by planting ivy 
vines against it. For transforming old fenc- 
es and outhouses that cannot be torn 
away, the old-fashioned morning glory is 
about as satisfactory a vine as can be found, 
and requires only a few strands of stout 
cord upon which to climb to the top. When

If a suitable 
frame is made for it, and if it is trained 
properly, it will make an awning far more 
beautiful than any you can buy. 

A honeysuckle vine, handled in the right 
way, will never be in the way should the 
house need to be repainted or the porch 
repaired. All that will be necessary will 
be to detach the support and lay the whole 
thing down until the work is finished, when 
it can be put in place again. 

The wisteria makes a pretty arbor, and is 
especially attractive when in blossom. It 
is needless to call attention to the beauty 
of a rose arbor. 


UTILITY VINES PAY 
For arbors and summer houses it is hard 
to find a vine that is more appropriate in 
every way than the grape. It not only has 
a handsome foliage and makes a pretty 
vine, but supplies the table with fruit. 
In the selection of your grape vines 
plant the variety that will yieid the most 
desirable fruit, and that is most adapted to 
the soil. In countries where water 4 
consideration, the grape is especially de 
sirable, as it sends its roots far down in 
the earth to gather the moisture and needs 
little irrigation. 
Why is it that more wild vines are not 
planted for ornamental purposes? I have 
in mind an old blacksmith shop in the 
country almost entirely covered by a trum- 
pet vine, and an old chimney that was en- 
tirely covered by wild yellow jasmine. 
Then there is the woodbine, the Virginia 
creeper, the wild grape, and many other 
wild vines that would make your back yard 
look like a wooded dell. 


HAVE SOME SHRUBBERY 


Shrubbery about the home is also a mat: | 
ter of individual taste, but care should be 
exercised in the selection of the plants. 
Some women have a mania for lugging home 
an armful of plants each time they visit a 
neighbor. These plants are set here, there 
and yonder, giving the yard or garden the 
appearance of a cluttered disorderly room. 
On the other extreme there are others 
who will have no shrubbery at all. Shrub- 
bery and flowers are to a house what the 
trimming is to a hat: Some hats need but 
little trimming, while others are improved 
by being almost covered. A clever milliner 
studies the shape of a hat before she trims 


tall plants, while if very low, it will require 
very little shrubbery and that arranged so 
as to add height to the building. 

In landscaping your grounds, etudy na- 
ture and you cannot go far wrong. 

On the other hand, if you want a certain 
flowering bush, plant one at once that you 
may enjoy its beauty as soon as possible. 
Your home and your garden are the places 
for you to express your own individuality, 
and if there is a plant or a vine that your 
heart desires, find a place for it somewhere, 
and if others are not satisfied with it, don't 


up and throw over the back fence. 


GOOD PRICES PAID 
FOR LATE LETTUCE 


BRAWLEY.—Lettuce growing is consid- 
erable of a gamble. Ordinarily, the grower 
who reaches the market first with any 
commodity, gets the best prices, but it is 
not always so. This year the early lettuce 
was little better than a drug in the mar- 
ket, and during the greater part of the 
season prices were extremely low and 


ers of late lettuce, however, have done bet- 
ter. With the season practically over and 
only a very few late patches remaining to 
be harvested and shipped, lettuce took a 
decided jump in price. The Imperial Val-. 
ley product has been selling ip New York 
recently for $5.50 to $6 per crate, in Chi- 
cago at $4 to $4.25 and in Boston at $5 to 
$5.25. 

The recent high prices are ascribed to 
unfavorable weather conditions in other 
lettuce-growing districts, notably Louist- 
ana and the Carolinas, where cold weather 
has done damage. The weather has been 
cold here, too, but the kind of cold weather 
Imperial gets is just what is needed to pro- 
duce a perfect head of ce. The late 
lettuce has been of fine quality.

ARE BETTER TIMES COMING? - 


We have here in the Southwest a produc 
tion cost that varies.

Other ranches in that period merely paid 
a fair profit, considering the good and bad 
years. It can be admitted now that a few 
ranches are breaking even and that a very 
few are making a small profit, where the» 
are very efficiently operated, have had fair 
erase seasons, and ,are exceptionally well 
located.

The stall floor should have a slope of one 
inch from the manger curb to the gutter. A 
recess in front of the stall just inside the 
manger curb is not necessary under Call- 
fornia conditions where the cows are held 
in the stanchions for such a short period 
of time. 

The gutter should be fourteen inches 
wide. This width is not too wide for a 
cow to step across. A large size “D” han- 
died scoop shovel fits well to this width 
gutter. A depth of six and one-half inches 
on the litter alley edge and six inches on 
the stall edge of the gutter will be found 
very satisfactory. 

When it is possible to arrange them oth- 
erwise, drainage pipes should not be run 
under the barn floor. This is unavoidable 
in large barns, but in barns up to sixty feet 
in length, the entire barn floor should 
slope at least one inch in ten feet. With 
this arrangement for drainage, the sani- 
tary floor drain will be at an end of the 
barn where the sewer tile may readily be 
run to the outside of the building. The 
gutter will also be of the same depth for 
the entire length of the barn.

The Los Angeles trade shifts. With 
heavy tourist. winter runs, the cattle de 
mand is for ribs, roasts and hotel meat, and 
this means an amount of heavy cattle.

State. The outbreak of the epidemic in Los 
Angeles, which was first reported March 
24, and which resulted in the placing of 
. Los Angeles County under close quarantine, 
presents a very serious menace not only ta 
the livestoek industry of Southern Cali- 
fornia but to the entire agricultural pros- 
perity of this section of the State. The 
placing of the county under quarantine 
has made it necessary to cancel all public 
gatherings in rural) secflons until such time 
as would be deemed safe, or at least until 
the quarantine is again lifted. The Los An- 
‘eles County Farm Bureau, in accordance 
with such plans, has canceled ali of its 
public meetings and the Cow-Testing As- 
soication has ceased activities for the 
present. 

Taking the biggest jump up to that time, 
although still confined in a rather small 
area, the disease was discovered on March 
30, in the Globe Feeding Yards as well as 
in two additional packing house plants, and 
on the following day appeared in a herd of | 
dairy cattle located near the Globe yards. 
In the Globe yards at the time of the out- 
break there were 4500 feeders being fitted 
for market. There were 500 animals in the 
infected herd across the road. All these, 
added to the 1000 infected beef animals 
previously killed, bring the total numbers 
‘killed to this date up to 6000 head.

Guards were 
placed on these open highways at county- 
line intersectiong and motorists are com- 
pelied to drive through troughs of disin- 
fectant and have their wheels sprayed to 
prevent the carrying of the disease into ad-

It cannot be made too emphatic that the 
entire county is in close quarantine, and 
that the rules apply to every person in the 
county, even though there may be no known 
case within many miles of certain parts of 
the county where the disease has already 
been discovered. It is only by the strictest 
observance of these rules that the disease 
can be speedily stamped out. Thd economic 
side of the situation is certainly far-reaching 
and its importance depends upon the quick- 
ness with which the outbreaks are handled, 
and every vestige of the disease obliterated. 
While there are three methods of controll- 
ing or eradicating contagious diseases, 
namely vaccination, quarantine without 
slaughter, and quarantine with slaughter, 
the last-named method has been found to 
be the only feasible method of control of 
foot-and-mouth disease. No vaccine has 
yet been found to produce permanent im- 
munity from this disease; furthermore, the 
specific organism that causes the disease 
has not as yet been isolated. Quarantine 
without slaughter has been tried in Eu- 
ropean countries with disastrous results, as 
immunity does not follow an attack, and it 
is almost impossible to maintain an effec-

“Conditions relating to the foot-and- 
mouth disease are very alarming. Do 
everything possible to enlist the service 
of our Boy Scouts in helping the officers en- 
force the quarantine and other laws. Ask 
them to observe all cattle, dogs and cats, 
and even birds, and to report immediately 
any and everything suspicious. Foot-and 
Mouth disease is an acute, highly communi- 
cable disease chiefly confined to cloven-foot- 
ed animals and characterized by an eruption 
of blisters on the mucous membrane of the 
mouth and on the skin between the toes and 
above the hoofs. Tenderness of the a¥l- 
fected parts, lameness, and loss of appetite 
are early symptoms of the disease. The 
tremendous ravages of the disease are 
seen in the numbers and the variety of the 
species attacked. Man himself is not 
immune. If the disease spreads it can 
wipe out all our cattle, including the wild 
beasts of the hills. And if it reaches 
these animals, it will take years and years 
to check.

SAN JACINTO.—In a report: recently 
made to the local cow-testing association 
by Howard Warren, director of the Call- 
fornia Milk Producers’ Association the

the Southern California Apricot and Peach 
Growers Association, says that indications 
point to a fine market for peaches and 
apricots this coming season as the large 
packs of canned peaches of the 1922 and 
1923 crops are cleaned up and there is al- 
ready a demand by the eastern buyers to 
contract for canned fruit for future deliv- 


ery. 

Mr. Hamilton says that reports also in- 
dicate that the production of clingstone 
peaches in Northern California will be re- 
duced 40 per cent below the 1923 crop be- 
cause of frost damage in the large peach- 
producing districts in Butte, Yuba, Sutter 
counties and in San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento valleys.

There 

are severa] popular varieties for both sum- 

mer and winter crops and most of them are 

planted in Southern California. The prin- 

—_ growing district is the San Gabriel 
alley. 


Felix Valenzuela, a market gardener of 
this district, has three acres of strawberry, 
or summer rhubarb and five acres of a 
winter-maturing sort. At this time he is 
picking and marketing about 50 boxes of 
the strawberry variety a day, and says 
that he finds good sale for it on the Los 
Angeles market. The three acres devoted 
to this variety will be picked over six 
times during the present season, which has 
just begun, and Mr. Valenzuela estimates 
that the total production for the season 
will be around 500 boxes an acre. 


This market gardener has found that to 
compete with the Japanese gardeners on 
the Los Angeles market he must fill his 
boxes just a little bit more than the orien- 
tal, and make them neater in appearance. 
Rhubarb is marketed in apple boxes and is 
packed with a decided “bulge” on top, the 
stems being held in place with a heavy 
cord which is wound completely around the 
box and stems. Early in the season, rhu- 
barb sells for about $1.50 a box, but drops 
to as low as 50 cents when the heavy sum- 
mer production comes on. Even at this 
price, the crop is said to be a profitabie 
one. Mr. Valenzuela also has ten acres in 
strawberries and raspberries and about six 
acres in other vegetables, farming twenty- 
four acres in all. 


FEDERAL GRADES FOR 
COACHELLA ONIONS 
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COACHELLA.—At a recent meeting of 
ohion growers, shippers and standardiza- 
tion officials, held@here under the auspices 
of the California.Department of Agricul- 
ture, it was decided that all onions going 
out of the Coachella Valley this year 
should undergo Federal-State inspection 
and be packed according to Federal grades 
for the vegetable. About 85 per cent of 
the Coachella Valley onion acreage was rep- 
resented at this meeting. 

There are about 1500 acres of Bermuda 
onions in the valley this year, and the crop 
is said to be exceptionally promising. The 
growers expect to ship earlier than usual 
this season, first shipments being. planned 
for around April 20. A total of about 800 
cars is expected. The thrips have dam- 
aged some fields, but the pest is not caus- 
ing a great deal of loss, growers say. 


PROTECTING A YOUNG 
TREE FROM CUTWORMS 


By LLOYD AUSTIN, Division of Pomology, 
University of California 


Cutworms are one of the worst enemies 
of newly-planted deciduous fruit trees, and 
every orchardist who set out trees this 
past winter, or a year ago, should be on 
the look-out for these pests. They attack 
the tender new shoots and leaves and very 
materially interfere with the securing of a 
desirable framework on the trees. The 
cutworms work at night, and during the 
daytime will often be found in the _ soil 
around the base of the trees. The worms 


are grayish in color, and when full grown

that if the cotton is put on properly, the 
cutworms cannot cannot crawl over it to 
get at the succulent new growth above. 
The amount of cotton required for an aver- 
age tree is about as much as une can hold 
im a loose condition within the hand... The 
cotton should be tied to the trunk in such 
manner that‘ the majority of it is below 
the string. The cotton should then be 


fluffed out so as to shape it like an in- - 


verted funnel. 


In addition to this method of protecting 
trees from the pest it is desirable to safe- 
guard the trees by putting our poison bait 
to kill the worms. The citric bran mash is 
one of the best for this purpose, and is 
made according to the following formula: 


Part I—white arsenic (arsenic trioxide) 
or Paris green, two and one-half pounds, 
bran, fifty pounds. Mix these dry. 


PART Il—Six lemons (chopped fine, in- 
cluding rind;) cheap eyrup or molasses, 
one gallon; water, 5 gallons. Mix these to- 
gether. 

Mix parts I and I! and add enough water 
to make a wet mash. Sprinkle this mix- 
ture liberally around the trees in the eve- 
ning. 

The poison bran alone sometimes will 
not work, as the worms prefer the tender 
new growth, but when cotton is used to 
prevent them from climbing the trunks, 
they will usually eat the mixture.

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FRUIT CROP DAMAGED 


“There has been a noted improvement in 
the conditions of agriculture in general dur- 
ing the past fortnight due to the very gen- 
erous rains that fell in most of the impor. 
tant agricultural districts in the State. 
Grain growers and live-stock men were 
particularly benefited. Heaviest precipita- 
tion occurred in the southern half of the 
State where needs were most urgent, al- 
though Northern California received suf- 
ficient rain to be of much value. A good 
supply of snow is reported as having fall- 
en in the Sierras, which will do much to 
relieve the expected shortage of. water for 
spring irrigation. Where storage is estab- 
lished summer irrigation and electric pow- 
er possibilities have been improved. This 
general improvement to agriculture is par- 
tially offset by frosts that damaged decidu- 
ous fruits in numerous localities in the 
Sacramento and upper San Joaquin valleys. 


“There is a comparatively good supply of 
range feed in the northern half of the 
State, particularly in the counties along the 
coast where conditions have been more 
nearly normal. In the San Joaquin Valley 
and Southern California the condition of 
pasture is poor. Grass is short and in 
some districts almost entirely lacking. As 
a result, live stock is in a poor condition 
except where being fed. However, a sub- 
stantial improvement in the condition of 
both pasture and live stock can soon be ex- 
pected due to recent rains. 


“Although the rains of last week did 
much to improve grain conditions in the 
southern half of the State, pros ts are 
still’ far below normal. Many flelds have 
suffered to such an extent, and the grain 
was so backward in growth, as to be be 
yond redemption when rain finally came. 
Much of this may now make sufficient 
growth that it can be cut for hay. The 
west side section in the San Joaquin Val- 
_ley, the Tulare Lake district and the Ducor 
section in Tulare county, all expect very

The frost on March 21 was confined tarce- 
ty to the Sacramento and upper San Joa- 
quin valleys, while on other dates they 
were principally of local effect. Fruit in 
Sutter, Butte, Sacramento, Merced, San 
Joaquin and Stanislaus counties was prob 
ably hardest hit, though more or less dam- 
age ig reported from other counties. 

“Reporters estimate the damage to the 
cling-peach crop in Sutter county at 75 per 
cent, where about 40 per cent of the State’s 
cling peach crop is usually produced. Grow- 
ers in Butte, Yuba and Sacramento also 
suffered some loss, although the frost was 
not quite severe in these counties. Other 
peach-growing districts were injured but 
slightly if at all and the damage to the en- 
tire State will probably amount to less than 
80 per cent for the peach crop as a whole. 

“Apparently the greatest damage to the 
almond crop occurred in Butte, Sacramen- 
to, Stanislaus and San Joaquin counties, 
which produce about 35 per cent of the 
State’s crop. Fifty per cent damage is re- 
ported from these counties. Yolo and So- 
lano both report some injury. Some dam- 
age is reported to the apricot crop, but in 
the heavy producing districts injury from 
frost ise rather light. Reports indicate 30 
per cent injury to the pear crop in Sacra- 
mento county, which normally produces 23 
per cent of the State’s crop. Some other 
pear-growing districts in the frost area 
were tnjured to some extent. Considering 
the State as a whole, the loss will be com- 
paratively small. 

“The estimated damage to plums in Sac- 
ramento county was about 50 per cent, 
Placer and Solano, both heavy-producing 
counties, apparently escaped. Cherries 
were damaged 50 per cent in San Joaquin 
county, with lesser injury in other cherry- 
growing counties of the Sacramento Val- 
ley. Damage to the grape crop from frost 
is reported to be negligible.” 


PLAN TO IRRIGATE 
BIG ONTARIO RANCH 


ONTARIO.—With the expectation of dou- 
bling the present production of his 250-acre 
ranch on Turner avenue, to the east.of this 
city, B. W. Collins is now engaged in the 
development of a well and the installation 
of a complete irrigation system at a cost 
of more than $20,000.

LACK OF EQUIPMENT 
LIMITS TREE TESTS 


By M. J. HEPPNER, Division of Pomology, 
University of California 

Horticulturists have devoted considerable 
thought and study to such questions ag 
root growth, root adaptabilities and affini- 
ties between root and top. However, 4s 
far as the writer can ascertain, no study 
Thas been made as to whether growth in

In some of the important papers given at 
the recent cotton conference at Riverside, 
interesting facts were brought out relative 
to the Palo Verde, Coachella and Perris 
Valley industries in Riverside county. 


The first cotton was planted in Palo 
Verde Valley in 1910, according to W. H. 
Hughes of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, and cotton Gasser at Blythe. 
The seed for this planting was obtained 
from a government experiment station. The 
first commercial planting, however, was 
made a year later, when 300 acres was 
planted, chiefly of the Mebane and Durango 
varieties. That year a cotton association 
was formed and a gin installed. The pro- 
duction from the first 300 acres planted in 
the Palo Verde Valley was estimated at 
277 bales. 


The government expert predicted that 
Acala would soon be the sole variety grown 
in Palo Verde Valley. He said that 90 per 
cent of the spinners in the United States 
were using commercial grades of cotton of 
Acala length, and emphasized the impor- 
tance of one-variety districts to bring up 
the quality of the cotton produced. 

Concerning the cultural practices in the 
Palo Verde Valley, Mr. Hughes said that 
lasteseason, on land previously planted to 
alfalfa, many growers produced from one 
to two bales to the acre. He pointed out 
the possibilities of the Palo Verde Valley 
for the production of virile seed, declaring 
that the rich-bottom lands to be found there 
were ideal for cotton growing, especially 
when carefully cropped. 

George E. Kellar of Coachella told the 
cotton growers at the conference of the in- 
dustry in Coachella Valley. The finst cot- 
ton, a small planting, was put out in 1911, 
but not until 1919 were the Pima, Durango 
and Mebane varieties tried. The Acala 
was introduced in 1920, seed being obtained 
by W. B. Camp of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture and planted at the 
government date garden at Indio. It was 
immediately taken up as the best sort for 
the valley, and in 1923 a local ordinance was 
adopted to make the Coachella Valley a 
one-variety district, the first in the State. 
Mr. Kellar said that cotton was a most im- 
portant crop in the Coachella Valley from 
the point of money returnes, chiefly because 


-| spring or is the opposite true, namely, do 


the roots begin activity before any visible 
activity takes place in the parts above 
ground? Also, if weather and soil condi- 
tions are proper during the winter montha, 
will root growth begin and then be retard- 
ed or completely stopped with the coming 
of cold weather? 


It is the writer’s belief that many of the 
socalled “winter injury” troubles affecting 
fruit trees may possibly be traced back to 
differences in time of growth of the roots 
and the parts dbove ground. This is merely 
hypothesis, but in order to make eure about 
this, an experiment is being started by the 
division of pomology to-determine the effect 
of soil moisture, soil temperature and at- 
mospheric temperature upon root and top 
activity during the winter season. Trees 
will be brought inside during midwinter in 
an endeavor to induce root growth to take 
place. If this is successful, the trees will 
be removed into the open and exposed to 
the elements in the hope of checking the 
growth and noting the results on the trees 
during the following summer. In other 
words, an attempt will be made to make 
trees show the so-called “sour sap” under 
controlled conditions. 


Similar studies will be made in the field 
with young and bearing trees by making 
careful observations for the beginnings of 
root growth compared with the beginnings 
of top growth. Unfortunately the division 
of pomology at the University of California 
Farm, Davis, where this work is being car- 
ried on, is not equipped with either a green- 
house or cold storage plant, both of which 
are necessary in making a study of this 
kind. With these facilities, any kind of* 
climatic condition could be created to suit 
the needs of the investigation. 


This study of the beginning of root and 
top growth will no doubt open up a large 
field for future study pertaining to the re- 
lationship between root and top. As things 
now stand, we are entirely ignorant of this 
most important question. Hypotheses must 
give way to facts and in order to get the 
facts experiments must be conducted. It 
is hoped that the facts dealing with this 
subject may soon be forthcoming and that 
the proper VWacilities for carrying on the 
investigation will be provded.

this western trip with us, see how 
you like it,-and if satisfactory ll 
sign you up for next year to re- 
port when you have graduated.’ 

“I readily consented, liked my 
brief experience that fall, and re- 
ported the first day of June, 1907, 
and have been in the big show 
ever since.”

LFRED BEAUDOIN, after traveling 
four mouths to speud & few weeks 

h his parents in Calumet, Mich., has be- 

tiie long trek back to his lonely trap- 
ping post, where the Anderson River 
empties into Coronation Gulf. 

His vacation came after three years fu 
the Canadian Arctic, 300 miles from the 
nearest trading post. He plens to remain 
in the far north at least three, and prob- 
ably five years, before taking another holi- 
day. The trip back will take longer, b»- 
cause Beaudoin will spend some time in 
Eastern Canada. 


He expects to reach Fort McMurray, AL 


berta, June 15. There he left a small gaso- 
line launch when he came out. Im this he 
will make his way down the river. He ex- 
pects to reach his home, to which the maill 
comes but once a year, about September 15. 
Twice in his voyage down the river he will 
encounter rapids that will necessitate por- 
tages, but he expects to have help sliding 
his boat over the ice from trappers living 
near the rapids. 


Traps Over Eighty Miles 


INTER will have set in by the time 

he reaches the gulf, and the season 
will be ripe for setting his trap. lines. That 
in itself will be a task of no small magni- 
tude, for it is eighty miles from the first 
trap to the last. Traveling by dog sled wif 
lighten the load, however, and huts he has 
erected at intervals in the wilderness will 
shelter him. Occasionally he will meet a 
white trapper or a frontier patrol ot the 
Canadian mounted, but for companions 
otherwise he will have only Indians and 
Eskimos. Beaudoin talks three Indian dia- 
lects—“Yellow Knife,” “Dogs’ Ritts” and 
Chippewa, all of which have sprung from 
the Caribou and Chippewan tribes. 

Once a year, about Christmas, a boat 
brings mail and fur buyers. Competition 
for furs is keen, but if the prices offered 
are not acceptable they can be taken to the 
trading post 300 miles away. Beaudoin ad- 
mits that the life is one of hardships, but 
helieves: the reward is worth while. 

His last year netted him the proceeds 
from the pelts of twenty-nine white foxes. 
forty-eight wolves, including nine of the 
black variety; nine marten, seven mink. 


eleven otter and uine beaver. Then he re 
ceived $20. a head as bounty on wolves, the 
pelts of which bring from $16 to $50 each. 
Bome of the animals fell victim to his rifle, 
but most of them were caught. Grizzlies, 
polar bears and a little farther south, the 
cinnamon variety as well as caribou abound, 
but big.game ie hunted only for the larder, 
and it ig the only source of sustenance. 
Hence the trapper does not trail big game 
for sport. His aim must be accurate, for 
ammunition is costly and scarce. en 
his supply is exhausted he must “mush 300 
miles for more. : 


Canada conserves its game by prohibit- 
ing the use of poison by trappers. It 
requires trappers to be licensed, and the 
Royal Mounted keeps up a never-ending 
vigil to see that the laws are enforced. Na- 
tives—Indians and Esquimo—are them- 
selves permitted to trap or hunt for them 
selves without licenses, but must have a 
license to trap for the market. 


For the greater part of the year, from 
September until July, ice covers the waters 
of the gulf, and the water freezes to % 
maximum depth of seven and one-half feet. 
Then for a brief period open water is 
visible, but farther out im the ocean there 
is ice the year around. Vegetation accord. 
ingly is limited to spruce forests. 


Three hundred miles is too far to carry 
flour or even grain, so there is no bread. 
Dried meat and tallow is the fare, with 
delicacies limited to ptarmigan and occa 
sionally dried fruit. Fuel, of course, is lim- 
itless, involving only wielding an ax. For 
the trapper who does not care for such 
strenuous exercise, bituminous coal is avail- 
able at the Hudson Bay post at $300 a ton, 
and American ships that come at Christmas 
time will condescend to let some go at 
$100. But there is no market for it. 


The Canadian government helps the trap- 
per by providing him with a safety first 
medicine cabinet, containing proprietary 
remedies, complete directions for using the 
various medicines and in simple words Tit- 
erature concerning the symptoms of vari- 
ous ailments. 


Incidentally, Beaudoin ts one of twenty- 


eight children born to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Beaudoin.

Cancer 


OLLOWING is from an English paper: 

“The immunity from influenza, consump 
tion and other diseases enjoyed by the 
monks in the large Carthusian monastery 
af Cowfold, Sussex, has, according to the 
Procurator, induced an official from the 
Ministry of Health to commence a detailed 
study of the dietary habit of the monks 
with a view to applying their fruitarian 
principles to the treatment of Cancer. 

“Other London specialists are also inter- 
esting themselves in the matter. 

“The Procurator adds: “The general 
health resulting from the code of life is so 
good that Dr. Monckton Copeman of the 
Ministry of Health has made severa)] visits 
of investigation on behalf of cancer re 
search, 

“*"Though influenza has affected almost 
every house and cottage tn this neighbor 
hood, it has not passed inside the monas 
tery gates, 

“‘No doubt our diet has something to do 
with this, and probably there would be less 
influenza everywhere if more people fol- 
lowed our example and ate more vegetables 
and fruit.’” 

An increasing number of observers are 
coming to the truth that I have been preach- 
ing for twenty-five years, namely, that can- 
cer is mainly due to long- continued errors 
of eating, principally overconsumption of 
proteid foods, and of foods from which the 
life and mineral ements have beén re- 
moved. 

The only cure, ieee the disease is not 
too far advanced, is to cease doing that 
which causes it. 

An operation never cures. On the con- 
trary, after an operation,.the cancer re- 
turns with increased virulence, unless the 
cause is removed, 

am vwnable to wnderstand how any 
physician can reconcile it with his con- 
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Two Japawese investigators 
Pperimenters have recently shows that ¢an- 
cer may be produced in the ears of mice 
by the frequent application of tar continued 
for several months. The application of 
other irritants in «@ similar manner has 
also been known to cause cancer. 

“The conclusion reached is that irritants 
produce in the tissues substances which 
give rise to excessive growth. Such growth- 
promoting substances are also produced in 
the tissues as the result of injury. It is 
found that these growth-exciting substances 
are present in unusually large quantity in 
cancerous tissues. It was found that when 
tar was applied to tissues which had been 
previously injured, cancer was produced 
much more readily than when the tar was 
applied to sound tissues.” 

In connection with this it should be noted 
that a large proportion of modern drugs are 
made from coal tar. 


Fish 


TTO CARQUE writes: 

r “The flesh of most kinds of fish is 
more or less deficient in iron. This is most 
likely the reason why people subsisting 
chiefly on peeled rice and fish are subject to 
severe skin and nervous diseases, such as 
scurvy. leprosy, beri-beri, etc., which have 
their origin in a degeneration of blood and 
lymph. During the campaign in the Philip 
pine Islands, an army officer, while sta- 
tioned on the Island of Samar, observed 
that many elderly people of that locality 
were victims of leprosy. When asked how 
the disease was contracted, they referred 
back to a time—some thirty years previous 
—when a terrible storm visited the interior 
of the island and destroyed all their trees 
and vegetable food products. They were 
compelled for months to live on fish and 
clams. They declared that the disease 
started at that time and the exclusive fish 
and clam diet was directly responsible 
for it. 

“The importance of green vegetables, 
especially prepared as wholesome salads, 
must, therefore, be particularily emphasized, 
since we are practically dependent upon the 
vegetable kingdom for the greater part of 
iron, which is found in plants in the form of 
highly organized ferruginous nucleo-albu- 
mens.” 


Cerms and Serums 


N PHYSICAL CULTURB, Kent Schaffer, 

Ph. B.. had this contribution: 

“When asked for proofs of the germ 
theory the medical profession enlarges 
upon the following circumstances: 

“1. When certain germs are injected hy- 
podermically into animals certain abnormal 
symptoms are usually (but not always) 
produced. Therefore it is claimed that if 
a human being inhales or swallows these 
germs similar symptoms of disease will re- 
sult. 

“2. Many cases of the same disease 
sometimes occur at the same time in the 
same locality (epidemics.) Therefore it 
is claimed that those who contract the dis- 
ease have done so by inhaling or swallow- 
ing germs thrown off by others who are ill. 
“Because certain germs may produce dis 
ease when injected hypodermically into a 
guinea pig it does not follow that these 
germs can or will cause disease when in- 
baled or swallowed by a human being. 
There are many substances, as for instance 
the white of an egg or the venom of a 
rattlesnake, which are fatal poisons when 
injected hypodermically but are harmless 
when swallowed. Moreover if the blood 
serum, containing no germs, of a diseased 
animal is injected inte a healthy animal 
the latter will develop the disease, proving 
that the illness is due to the changed chem- 
ical composition of the blood and not neces- 
sarily to the presence of a germ. And the 
composition of the blood is determined 
largely by the diet. 

“The occurrence of an epidemic is not 
in itself pro? that the disease is caused 
by a germ. Scurvy, beri-beri and pellagra- 
are diseases which oceur as epidemics, but 
are known to be due solely to malnutri- 
tion. History shows that famine and war 
are usually accompanied by epidemics. In 
the former case it is obvious that malnutri- 
tion if the cause. In the latter case the 
fundamental cauee is doubtless also malnu- 
trition, since war always interferes more or 
less with the normal diet of the population. 

“If germs cause disease, then they must 
always cause it. The ‘flu,’ for instance,

A Commission From the King of Siam to Alfonso of 


Spain—A Splendid Consignment—Decrepit 
Steamer and Living Cargo | 


COMMISSION from the King of Siam 
was a big stroke of luck for any 
man. If the King had confidence in 
him, he was given a free hand and 

the order to spare no expense. I was 
delighted, therefore, when I got a letter 
from Mr. John Anderson, then in Singa- 
pore, telling me that a royal gift of wild 
animals was to be sent from Siam to Al 
fonso of Spain, and that I was to be re 
sponsible for them, I decided to go to Bang- 
kok, to see that the animals were started 
right and to stick by them every foot of the 
way. 

The commission fell in well with my gen- 
eral plans. The monsoon season would 
soon be breaking, and this always stopped 
my business of animal-shipping. I liked to 
spend the winters in Burope, abd usually 
managed to do dt. 


When I got back to Singapore after my 


_ successful round-up of elephants, I found 


out that a small coast steamer was leaving 
for Bangkok the next day. 

I had a fine trip to Bangkok, arriving 
there in four days. The King was away at 
the time. He had a habit of going on short 
trips to Singapore and Java. So I conduct 
ed my negotiations in regard to the wild 


‘animals with Prince Damrong, the brother 


of the King, who had the title of minister of 
the interior, It was arranged that I was 
to have $2500 Mexican for my work, all ex- 
penses paid and first-class passage to Spain 
and back to Singapore. He referred to a 
successful delivery of animals I had made 
for the King, years before, to the old Aus- 
trian Emperor. 

When I inspected the present ‘shipment, 
1 found that it Consisted of two tigers—fine 


> 


big ones—six leopards, four of them spotted 
and two black fellows, one tapir, four civet- 
cats and four small tiger<ats, two gibbons 
and twenty other monkeys, some of them 
long-tailed and some pig-tailed. Enough 
there to start a small zoo. There is a great 
variety of animais to be found im Siam, and 
they have been sent as royal presents all 
over Europe. Queen Victoria got her share 
and Edward VII and even the late Czar of 
Russia—cat animals can stand a great deal 
of cold. 


A New Set of Cages 


HE animals which I was to take 

charge were housed in a shed in the 
courtyard of the prison. They were in 
cages, ridiculous from a shipper’s point of 
view—great iron things with half-rotten 
wooden bottoms. A single leopard, for ex- 
ample, was inclosed in a space six feet by 
six feet, made of iron bars not much more 
than an inch apart! There was enough 
room for the animal to injure himself in a 
half-dozen ways; the floor on which he 
stood was unfit for travel and the weight of 
the whole thing absurd. 


I should be obliged to transship the apni- 
mals at Singapore, where local steamers 
lie out in the Roads. I should have to have 
the cages loaded on lighters, unloaded on 
shore, put on bullock<a and loaded again 
on to a big liner for th@ir trip to Burope. 
Where this sort of haSdling is necessary, 
every added pound means added danger. It 
was no wonder that the King of Siam had 
had bad luck with his shipments. 


I decided to have the best Chinese car-

pénter I could get hold of make an entire 
new set of cages and do it quickly. 


I made a diagram and let it be understood 
that the order was for the King. The cages 
were to be of heavy seraia wood, «me and 
a half inches thick—top, sides and bottom 
—and the ends closed with one-inch iron 
bars. They were to be sufficiently high to 
allow the animal to stand but not wide 
enough for him to turn round in. Wach 
beast was to have a separate cage, except 
the monkeys, which were put into two large 
boxes, one for the long-tailed and one for 
the short-tailed variety. For monkeys there 
must be enough space to climb about in, 
but with the cat animals a narrow cage, 
while they are on the road, gives the best 
results. The beasts are stiff for a time 
when they arrive, but they soen limber up. 
I had wooden covers made to be used over 
the barred ends of the cages while they 
were being handied. Air holes were bored 
in these. 

To transfer a wild animal from one cage 
to another is a simple matter. Food is 
placed on the floor of the new.cage, and 
this is backed up to the open end of the old 
one; the bars are lifted and the beast walks 
into his new quarters. Nothing could be 
easier, and yet at the time of which I am 
writing I still felt twinges from an almost 
fatal accident that happened to me when I 
was putting-an orangutan into a larger 
eage at my animal-house in Singapore. 


He was just short of full-grown, a peace- 
able sort “of fellow. His favorite food, a 
large onion, was in his new home, which 
was pushed up against his old cage. I was 
on top of this, pulling up the bars to let 
him move out. The iron sockets were

left, but that was stuck fast. While I was 
trying to shake it free with both hands, my 
left hand, fortunately, grasping and cov- 
ering the end of it, suddenly the thing shot 
up and—my hand still covering the end— 
gave me a terrible blow, which knocked my 
nose flat against the side of my face and 
sent me rolling, unconscious, off the cage. 


Always the Unexpected 


HAT had happened was this:

The finished cages arrived from the Chi- 
nese carpenter shop on bullock-carts.

For one year they 
were condemned to draw a bullock-cart, 
after which they would be put to death, 
This was the punishment for two offenses— 
murder and gang robbery. 

There was much shouting and joking as 
the first cages were delivered, and I found 
out through Hsi Chu I, who got it from a 
Chinese, that the men who drew the carts 
were to be executed the next day. “They 


make jokes, sir,” he said, “because tomor _.

“Tile alternate hot and cold bath or local 
application (e.g., for the feet) may be ex- 
cellent in cases of cold extremities and 
sleeplessness. Putting the feet in hot wa- 
ter for two minutes, then in cold water for 
one minute, together with vigorous rub- 
bing, and repeating this several times has 
cured many. people of cold feet and sleep 
lessness, which are almost constant com- 
panions. We wonder, by the way, whether 
brain-workers who wish to keep awake 
might not find some use of cold water for 
the feet a help rather than tea. For with 
cold feet it is next to impossible to get to 
sleep. Personally, if I have worked for a 
long while I almost invariably find my feet 
cold. We hear much of the cold wet towel 
on the head; may not cold water for the 
feet be adapted as a treatment against 
sleepiness when work is to be done?

hat we object to is not its use by those 
whom it really benefits, but its indiscrimi- 
nate recommendation by such people. It 
is just here that we need the scientist to 
direct, by applying tests. 

“So long as a certain well-known author. 
ity on physical culture says it suits him 
best to take the cold plunge, to smoke some 
cigarettes, to drink some beer, and so on, 
we have little or no complaint to make, ex- 
cept that the man may be judging by im- 
mediate effects and not reckoning full ef- 
fects (for he is certainly not a trained ob- 
server.) But directly he preaches a dogma

So much 
depends on whether you have a good re 
a n or not.

Sugar and Starch 
R. FRANK McCOY writes as follows: 
“Sugar is a form of carbohydrate 
food which is used liberally on the average 
table, but the way in which it is taken gen- 
erally does more harm than good. If it 
were entirely eliminated from the diet we 
would not be nearly so likely to suffer from 
the lack of those elements not contained 
in sugar which have to be derived from 
other foods, but which we are apt to go 
short on because these particular foods are 
crowded out of the diet to make way for 
the palatable sugar. It is used a great deal 
for flavoring starchy dishes, and this com- 
bination with starch can always be relied 

on to produce excessive fermentation. 

“Tt is this combination of sugar and starch 
which is so commonly used in the manu 
facture of alcoholic beverages, some liquors 
being made entirely by fermenting grains 
and sugar together. If such combinations 
are used in the human digestive apparatus 
precisely the same kind of fermentation 
will take place, although, of course, to 
nothing like the same extent as if allowed 
to continue for a week or two. Sufficient 
fermentation, however, actually does take 
place to produce a large amount of stom- 
ach and intestinal gas, and at the same/ 
time certain toxic substances are generated 
in the production of the alcohol which re 
sults from this ._ fermentation.

FANATIC SETS SAIL FROM HONOLULU FOR THE 
HOLY LAND IN TWENTY-THREE-FOOT DORY™} 


NAUTICAL event of recent times in 
Honolulu excited more widespread in- 
terest than the departure from Honolulu 
January 9%, of Ira C. Sparks for the Holy 
Land, says a writer in Hawali. He is a land- 
lubber of Peru, Ind., and he embarked alone 
in a twenty-three-foot dory, which he built 
with his own hands, To reach a Palestine 
port he must cross several of the seven seas 
and cover a distance of more than ten 
thousand miles. He set sail without an- 
chor or nautical chart. 

So interested were the United States 
naval authorities in the remarkable adven- 
ture which Sparks has undertaken, that, 
when it was learned he had nothing with 
him to mark his bearings on the great ex- 
panse of ocean, a special navy seaplane 
scouted for Sparks’s small craft and found 
it the second day aftér his departure from 
Honolulu making its way slowly westward, 
seventy-five miles offshore. A _ nautical 
chart and a message of good wishes and 
good will, sealed in a water-tight can, were 
dropped into Sparks’s boat from the sea- 


Known as Fanatic 


EAPLANES from the naval air station at 

Honolulu kept in touch with Sparks un- 
til after the third day, when he was report- 
ed still moving along toward the west, be- 
ing about 125 miles away from his starting 
point when last sighted. 

Sparks is known in Honolulu as a re 
ligious fanatic. He first came into public 
notice just a year ago when he was discov- 
ered in a packing box on a trans-Pacific 
liner as the vessel was nearing Honolulu.

Bosporus strait, nineteen miles long and 
from a haif mile to two miles in width, 
which —— it with the Sea of Marmora 
and the diterranean. In my former visits 
I have reached Constaatinople from the 
Mediterranean, passing through the Darde- 
melies and the Sea of Marmora to the 
Golden Horn. This year I have drifted 
down the Danube by water and have come 
by rail through Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hungary, Serbia and Bulgaria. From Bal- 
garia I crossed Into Rumania to Bucharest, 
and thence took a train for Constangsa. 


The Black Sea was amooth and its deep 
blue water sparkled under the sun. We 
left Constanza at night and the next morn- 
ing found ourselves at the entrance of that 
narrow, winding strait which separates Eo 
rope and Asia. ‘ 

The Bosporas is perhaps the most famous 
little body of water in all histery. Its very 
is mythological. Beaporus comes 
from the Greek and means “Ogford,.” and 
it was so called because the beautiful 
maiden, io, transformed inte a milk-white 
cow by Jupiter, swam across here from 
Asia to Europe. Where we entered the 
strait was near a point called Anchor Key. 
from the anchor which Jason found here 
when the Argenauts were secking the 
Geiden Fleece. On the other side of the 
strait is the Gient Mountain where this 
same Jason made sacrifices and built tem 
ples, aud where Darius, the great Persian 
king. stood and looked upos Europe. The 
view from the top is magni@cent. 


Where Joshua 
Washed His Feet 


INCE. that day the early Christians 

changed the temples built by the Greeks 
into churches, and the Turks in turn have 
changed the Christian churches to mosqucs 
The Turks have a tradition that Joshua, 
after he had led the Israelites across the 
Jordan, subdued six nations and thirtyone 
kings, and divided the Promised Land 
among the Twelve Tribes, came to the 
Bosporus to live. They say he died here, 
and point out his grave near a mosque on! 
the top of the mountain. This is a mistake, 
for in the Book of Joshua, King James ver- 
sion, we are told that he died at the age of 
110 and was buried at Timmnathserah in 
Mount Ephraim. That was about 1400 B. C.' 


The Mohammedans represent Joshua as 
equal in size to the Colossus of Rhodes, 
They say he was so tall that he frequently 
stood astride the strait and let the ships 
sail between his legs, and that he loved to 
sit of an evening on the top of the Giant 
Mountain and lave his feet in the water 
of the Bosporus, which was more than 200 
yards below him. If you can imagine two, 
legs each as long as the Washington Monuw- 
ment, and a body big enough to correspond, 
you may have the Mohammedan conception 
of Joshua, the son of Nun, cooling his 
corns. 


We anchored awhile under the Giant 
Mountain at the town of Kevak, not far 
from some Standard Oi) tanks, until] the 
quarantine officers looked us over, and then 
wound our way down the Bosporus between 
villas and villages, which dot the shores of: 
the strait in both Europe and Asia. There 
are many hotels rising up from the waters, 
and here and there are great palaces built 
by the Sultans.

There are fifteen diferent sta- 
tions on the Bosporus and the Princess Ie- 
lands, and morning and evening the boats, 
are packed like those of New York. There 
are algo hundreds of caiques, the famous, 
canoe-like boats of the Turk, and the trafic 
is as strange as that of Batgkok. 


Coming down the strait I had a fine view 
of this great city of more than a mii-

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man in the number of bones in the wrist, 
in the strecture of the hand, and in the 
comparative length of the legs; the orang- 
utan im the shape of the cerebral hemis- 
pheres, in the absence of wsuperciliary 
crests or bony ridges over the eyes, and 
in the number of pairs of ribs and corres- 
ponding number of dorsal vertebrae; and 
the gibbons in the more complete sigmoid 
flexure of the spinal column, enabling 
these apes to walk as upright as does man;

The tact that a human babe is more like an 
adult ape’ than a baby ape is like an adult 
man would seem to show that the modern 
ape is more lke the old-fashioned, original 
form from which both are descended than 
is modern man.

}anatomical structure, but im all their men-

COAST ROAD 


Bids Are Advertised for by 


Highway Commission 


Will Replace Frail Trestle 
Now in Use 


Rincon Causeway Replace- 
ment Long Needed. 


The California Highway Com- 
mission last week advertised for 
bide for the construction of a long 
seawall and adjoining highway in 
| Ventura county near Fl Rincon, 


between Ventura and Santa Bar- 
bara on the Los Angeles-San Fran- 
ciaco coast highway. 

The seawall will retain a wide: 
fill upon which the highway will 
be bullt. 

The contract will consist of two 
portions of wall and highway, s¢p- 
arated by a few miles. The total 
length of wall and highway to be 
constructed at this time is approxi- 
mately 6400 feet. The new struc- 
ture will replace the frail and nar- 
row timber tresties now in place 
over the ocean beach near the foot 
of the sea cliffs parallel to the 
— of the Southern Pacific raii- 
road. 


IN CONSTANT DANGER 


On account of the light con- 
struction and deteriorated condi- 
tion of the present tresties, main- 
tenance costs are excessive and 
destruction of the tresties by ac- 
tion of the waves is a possibility at. 
any time. 

The need of replacing these pres- 
ent tresties long has been appar 
ent to the California Highway 
Commission. The topography of 
the section is such that it was nec- 
essary to locate the highway be- 
low the railroad and next to the 
ocean. 

The proposed seawall will vary 
in height from ten to twenty feet 
and will be so lecated, with rela- 
tion to the sea cliffs and the par- 
alleling railroad tracks, that a 
highway thirty-six feet or more in 
width may be constructed back of 
the wall. Backfilling back of the 
wall will be of sand, probably de- 
rosited by a dredger, and this fill 
will be paved with concrete for a 
width of 26 feet under the plans 
now advertised for bhida. 

The most modern ideas regard- 
ing the type of pavement, loca- 
tion and type of expansion joints, 
etc., will be followed throughout 
the work. 4 


PARKING SPACE 


The exceptionally wide pave- 
ment of twenty-six feet has been 
provided in order to care for the 
heavy traffic over the coast route 
and also to provide a parking 
space of six feet for automobiles 
parallel to the wall. 

A very Unusual feature of this 
construction, so far as the prac- 
tice of the California Highway 
Commission is concerned, is the 
provision for a sidewalk along the 
roadway. This is practically the 
first section of State highway built 
in California which has 
the construction of a sidewalk, and 
constitutes a distinct forward step 
in highway construction. 

The sé@award face of the wall 
will be curved to resist the action 
of the waves and the wall will ex- 
tend upward some two and one- 
half feet above the grade of the 
roadway as a further protection 
for the road.

DEATH VALLEY 


Woman Prospector Stumbles 
on Rich Ore 


Gold Areas 


Drives Jordan Along East 
Edge of Valley 
‘ 
Definite reward for all of the 
hardships endured in Death Val- 
ley has come to Mrs. J. H” Bart- 
lett, woman gold seeker who has 
spent two months in Peath Vahey 
prospecting for the precious metal, 
and is probably the first woman 
motorist to undertake so hazard- 
ous an adventure. 
She arrived back in Los Angeles 
last week, certain that she has lo- 
cated vast areas of ore rich in gold, 
silver and copper, and in support 
of her statements displays a large 
box of specimens of various kinds 
of ore. Assays now being made 
sg reveal just how rich the ore 


NEXT WINTER 

Mrs. Bartlett plans to return to 
her home in Portland for the sum- 
mer months and will return to 
Death Valley in November. since 
it is impossible to prospect there 
during the summer months owing 
to ‘the intense heat.” 

And through all of her long ad- 
venture, a sturdy Jordan touring 
ear of the vintage of 1920 has 
been her means of transportation. 
Snapshots she took on this last 
month of her trip reveal the 1 
that over a considerable part of 
the road she piloted the Jordan 
over stretches of wild country 
where there is not the least sign 
of a road.

An interesting incident of ~ her 
last trip into the valley occurred 
one evening when the English bull- 
dog, Muges, mascot on the par- 
ty. got lost on the desert. The dog 
had been allowed to run behind 
the car for a distance, but chased 
a bird and became lost. Night 
came on and the party drove on 
several miles into their camp. But 
the dog did not appear. At about 
10 o'clock Mrs . Bartlett con- 
the dog in the same way prospec- 
tors of old signaled to each other. 
Members of the party then 
climbed to the top of the highest 
rock ledge near, and built a lare 
bonfire. They kept the fire burn- 
ing until 1 o'clock when the dog 
reached it, exhausted and with Its 
feet bleeding.

Valley has often been termed the 
home of the rattlesnake, the Jor- 
dan party found none. They state 
that the lizard is practically the 
only wild animal there, and the 
raven the only bird. Wild flowers. 
in the greatest variety and profu- 
sion abound. 

Abundant proof that the Jordan 
car driven by Mra. Bartlett is a 
réal performer is found in her 
earefully-kept motor-record book. 
This book shows an average of 
almost exactly fourteen miles to 
the gallon of gasoline for the en- 
tire trip, and the run from Silver 
Lake to Los Angeles was made in 
nine hours and forty minutes, 
which Included a half-hour stop 
for meals.
